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The name BERNARD is from the Germanized name Bernhard or Bernhardt 
composed of "Bern" meaning bear and "hard" meaning brave, hearty, and 
strong. It can be traced to the fifth century. The surname most likely evolved 
in the 11th through the 14th centuries and was especially popular in France, 
England, and Switzerland after the Catholic Church allowed its believers to 
choose their own names from any source they desired. Since our family 
probably originated in Switzerland, the name was likely taken from St. 
Bernard of Menthon (923-1008), a patron saint of the Alpine region. Another 
St. Bernard of Clairvaux (1091 - 1153) was the founder and abbot of the 
Cistercian Monastery at Clairvaux. There are many variations of the Bernard 
surname and crest throughout Europe. 
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FOREWORD 


The French settlers who came to Ohio in the early and middle years of the 
1800’s were overwhelmingly from northeastern France — from the provinces 
of Alsace and Lorraine as well as Franche-Comte and French-speaking 
regions of Switzerland and Belgium. For a span of nearly fifty years, from the 
1820s into the 1860s, the stream of French immigrants flowed unceasingly 
from Le Havre to New York and New Orleans, then pushed into Ohio to put 
down Gallic roots which have flourished ever since. 


Primarily farming families, these immigrants, like the Bernards, sought 
promising land to follow the same occupation in the new world. While it 
seems that some of the earlier immigrant families came on their own, later 
arrivals usually traveled in sizable groups, often related by blood and 
marriage, from the same village or district. 


By 1838, a rather widespread French community was beginning to form in 
the northern Miami Valley, led by young men who had come as boys from 
France to Stark County some ten years before. The French had settled there 
around Canton in large numbers in the early 1820’s. A decade or so later, the 
new generation was pushing on further west bringing their own families into 
another wilderness. They were soon joined by new French immigrants 
coming directly from Europe, who reached the interior of the state by way of 
the Miami-Erie canal system. | 


To meet their religious needs, these French Catholics petitioned the 
Archbishop of Cincinnati to send them a French speaking priest. In 1839, 
Father Joseph Navarron, a native of Clermont, France, was sent to establish 
the parish of St. Valbert, near Versailles Ohio. The little log church was 
situated at a midway point to other French settlements, namely Frenchtown, 
Versailles, and Russia. Besides serving these parishioners, Father Navarron 
also ministered to distant Catholics in Shelby, Mercer, and Auglaize 
Counties. Riding horseback along forest tracks, between 1841 and 1845, he 
visited the pioneer Catholic settlements in Newport, Ft. Loramie, Minster, St. 
John in Maria Stein, St. Henry, Philothea, Celina and St. Marys.

As these communities grew and prospered, they formed their own parishes. 
St. Valbert’s parish slowly declined after little more than a decade of 
missionary and pioneer service to the region. 


The important contribution of these hardy French men and women to the 
development of Ohio has not yet received the comprehensive study and 
analysis it deserves. But with each serious work of research and family 
history produced by descendants of those immigrants, more details come to 
light, a few more pieces are added to the emerging picture, and we begin to 
understand the enormous debt we owe to our dauntless French ancestors.

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PREFACE 


Throughout my youth I heard many stories of the Bernard family from my 
father, William, and from aunts and uncles when they came to visit our 
family. My aunt Clara Schwieterman especially excelled in the art of family 
story-telling. My mother, through her association with Caroline Karch 
Bernard, learned about and recalled many family stories of her in-laws. 
There was a pride associated with being a Bernard derived from the many 
Bernard relatives who were prominent in civic, church, and school activities 
in the Mercer County Ohio area. 


I am frequently asked, “Why undertake the task of compiling this 
genealogy?” It is important for several reasons, but primarily because it 
adds and broadens a personal perspective to one’s life experience, and to the 
history of our state and country. In the case of the Bernard family, the 
relationship of the Goecke, Rolfes, Kemper, Brockman and Brunswick 
families had always been mentioned through word of mouth without factual 
sustaining data. Only through a thorough analysis of the documents relating 
to the Bernard family and through personal interviews were the details of 
those relationships discovered. In at least two cases, previously unknown 
branches of the family were unearthed. 


A study of the history of the Bernards reveals lessons that are relevant to 
problems faced by persons as well as those faced by society in general. For 
example, the great number of births and the extraordinary number of sudden 
deaths faced by each family in the 19th century were a touching revelation to 
me. One can likewise note with admiration the transformation of women 
from wives and mothers to factory workers, and finally to profes- 
sional/university-trained occupations. There is also the great migration from 
the farms of Mercer County to factories such as National Cash Register 
(NCR) and Delco in Dayton Ohio after World War I when money was a 
scarce commodity. In some cases entire families moved, while in others only 
one or two members of the family would move to Dayton or even as far as 
Cincinnati. They were truly 20th-century pioneers.

As one probes behind the statistics, family traits emerge that transcend 
generations, notably a musical bent, verbal abilities, dedication to public 
service, intra-family cohesiveness and a deep religious sense. There are four 
priests and six nuns in the Bernard and related families. There are doctorates 
in medicine, law, education, philosophy, and animal science as well as 
shining successes in the fields of business, commerce and farming. But there 
are also failures, shortcomings, heartaches, and scarred relationships which 
continue to provide lessons in our daily lives. In short, as statistics are 
compiled there emerges a close affinity, love, respect and empathy for those 
legions of people who are the BERNARDS!

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INTRODUCTION 


Amid the foothills and plateaus of the Jura mountains in central eastern 
France lies the village of Rechesy from which Leon Bernard and his wife 
Catherine Kilker Bernard set forth to America in 1828 in search of a new 
fortune. The name Bernard had been a familiar one in Rechesy since at 
least 1438 when a Richard Bernard was known to inhabit this village. It is 
said that the first Bernards had come from the nearby village of 
Boncourt, Switzerland.! The arduous journey to America took Leon and 
Catherine through plains, villages, and cities in France to reach Le Havre, 
from which they sailed, arriving in New York in August of 1828. 
Because of newly available land in Ohio, they purchased a parcel of land 
almost immediately after arrival. Crossing the Appalachian Mountains 
they arrived in Perry County Ohio in November of that same year. By 
1836 fertile land in Mercer County beckoned them. They subsequently 
moved there that same year and spent the remainder of their lives in that 
county. Thus Leon, Catherine, and their children established the 
presence of the Bernard family throughout Mercer County, the state of 
Ohio and in many parts of the United States. 


This genealogy begins with the text and background information on the 
immigrant ancestor, Leon Bernard, and his family. It is followed with 
pedigree charts in Part Two which depict the French ancestors of Leon 
Bernard. Part Three contains the five generations of Bernard family. Part 
Four is a collection of personal histories written by the author and 
various family members. There are also recommendations concerning 
areas of this genealogy which warrant further exploration and analysis. 
The Appendices contain various types of supplemental charts and 
information including a trivia quiz. A section entitled Family Notes 
contain blank pages to maintain your own family record. A bibliography 
and general index follows. 


Beyond the relationship of brothers and sisters, grandparents, uncles, 
aunts, nieces, nephews, and cousins, there is much confusion relating to 
untangling levels of other family relationships. The son of your uncle is 
your first cousin and his child would be your first cousin once removed.

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THE ENVIRONS OF RECHESY AND 
TERRITORY OF BELFORT 


Rechesy is a small village in central eastern France in the Territory of 
Belfort, less than a mile from the Swiss border. With a population of 
nearly 800 persons, its nearest city is Delle, approximately five miles 
west, and its seat of government is Belfort, approximately 17.5 miles 
northwest. The village was mentioned in church records as early as 1291 
as having its own church and priest, and according to historians was 
thus early a religious center. 


The Territory of Belfort, smallest in France, covers only 235 square miles 
or approximately twenty-eight miles from north to south. Its southern 
border adjoins Switzerland in the foothills of the Jura Mountains and its 
northern border ascends to the Vosges Mountains. It lies ina valley and 
as such has traditionally been a gateway between Burgundy to the west 
and the more Germanic area of Alsace to the east. Even though it is 
usually included in the general geographic area of Franche-Comte, it is 
sometimes considered to be a part of Alsace. The people speak French, 
and villages in this region have French names, while slightly to the north, 
the people in Alsace speak German ora German-Alsatian dialect and the 


villages are more distinctly Germanic in appearance.1 


Culturally this region has been traditionally a melting pot for peoples 
from Central European nations and those of the Mediterranean. In 
ancient times, tribes of Gauls and Celts settled on the hillsides and were 
conquered by the Romans in 58 A.D. who left marks of their civilization 
including remnants of roads and villas. As the Roman Empire began to 
disintegrate in the 5th century A.D., neighboring Burgundians took over 
the region fortifying it against the Germanic enemies to the north. 
Succeeding wars brought new ownership to the region and new peoples 
including the Burgundians in the fifth century, and the Franks in the 
seventh and eighth centuries. After the victory of the Franks it was 
attached to the Duchy of Alsace until the fourteenth century when the 
Habsburgs of Austria took possession. Since 1648 it has been under 
French dominion and the French culture has prevailed.

The village of Rechesy, as a church center, has played an important role 
since the thirteenth century. Its clergy was appointed by lay lords of the 
region who were the Lords of Farrette. After 1324 the Archdukes of 
Austria intervened in the appointment of clergy resulting in its being 
brought within the diocesan boundaries of Basel, Switzerland. Even its 
name was Germanized to Rauslach. A special chapel dedicated to St. 
Nicholas was founded in its parish church and possessed its own 
chaplain in addition to the parish clergy. Official parish records were 
begun in 1612 by the Cure’ (parish priest) Hugues Septet who had been 
appointed to the parish six years earlier. It is likely that Jean Ursuline 
Septet (b. 1590), direct ancestor of Leon Bernard, the immigrant 
ancestor, was a relative of Cure’ Septet since they both were natives of 
nearby Delle and had relatives in Rechesy. Jean Galiat (b.1600), another 
ancestor of Leon Bernard, served as mayor of Rechesy during the 
seventeenth century. 


The Thirty Years War (1618-1648) was the most devastating event in the 
history of this small community. It began with the Protestant rebellion 
against the Catholic Habsburgs in Bohemia in 1618. By 1625 the Danes 
had invaded Germany to champion Protestantism and to gain control 
over the North Sea ports only to be crushed by the Catholic Habsburgs. 
This defeat drew Sweden, the leading Lutheran power, into this religious 
and civil conflict.. France soon followed, with Germany becoming a major 
battleground among the warring religious and nationalistic armies. 


Rechesy was not spared this intense violence. The Swedes invaded the 
area laying waste the town and destroying its famed church except for 
the choir portion, which survives today in the middle of the Rechesy 
cemetery. Nor were the inhabitants spared by the military hordes. The 
population was slaughtered wholesale, buildings, homes, fields burned 
and animals destroyed.2 To escape massacre, the people who survived 
resorted to living in the caves in the nearby forest where death and 
starvation were constant companions.% 


The Treaty of Westphalia (1648) eventually restored peace to the area, 
and it was ceded to Louis XIV of France who in turn gave it to Cardinal 
Mazarin as overlord. The Mazarin family ruled the region from 
Gironmagny with the assistance of the Barbaud family from the nearby 
village of Florimont. The parish records, which had not been maintained 
since 1627, were again started in 1650 when some administrative 
organization began to return. The center of the town, however, was 
moved closer to the forest on an adjoining hillside. 


The long-sought peace following this war was filled with even more 
catastrophic consequences. With the destruction of fields, properties, 
animals and remaining food supplies, widespread famine occurred. It 
was reported that human flesh was eaten, and there were even reports of 
children being butchered. In nearby Alsace, forty percent of its 
population was lost and one can assume the same consequences for 
Rechesy.4

It was during these difficult times that the parish was administered by 
the illustrious priest Henri Chalmey (circa 1670 -1718), nephew of Pierre 
Chalmey (1652-1715) , a maternal ancestor of Leon Bernard. He was the 
first of the several Chalmey family members to become cure’ of Rechesy 
and held an esteemed role in that community until he died. Being a 
person of some wealth, in 1710 he was able to advance the village a 
considerable sum of money it owed to the King at Colmar when no other 
funds were available.5 


A period of relative normalcy followed until the later part of the 
eighteenth century when the French Revolution broke out. Just prior to 
this time Rechesy was under the control of the diocese of Basel, 
Switzerland, but in 1779 it was transferred to the diocese of Besancon 
and came under French control as part of a trade agreement between the 
two dioceses. This was approved in 1780 by the King of France Louis 
XVI; the Austrian Emperor Joseph II; and Pope Pius VI.

Tales of the New World were beginning to reach France and, we can 
assume, even Rechesy. The American Revolution clearly demonstrated 
how an antiquated and oppressive government could be removed. The 
French government was also under severe financial stress because of its 
support of the American Revolution. Revolts began in 1789 in Paris 
resulting in the abolishment of serfdom, the development of civil 
authority over that of the Church and the encouragement of individual 
enterprise. By 1791 a new government was formed with a limited 
monarchy. This was short-lived and the new Revolution took a radical 
turn resulting in the death of the royal family and many members of the 
privileged classes. Riots spread to many cities. The new Republic was 
proclaimed in 1792 and the monarchy abolished. 


During this difficult time and the subsequent Napoleonic Era, Rechesy 
was guided by another parish priest carrying the family name Chalmey, 
Pierre Joseph Chalmey (1737-1817). He was a master of the art of 
compromise and political intrigue. Chalmey was the family name of 
Leon Bernard’s mother and thus it is a fair assumption that he was a 
relative. Born in Rechesy of a miller, he was one of three priests in this 
family. His brother Jacques Felix (1758-1845), a doctor of medicine, 
served as a chaplain to the Chapel of St. Nicholas in Rechesy and his 
other brother Pierre (1719-1806) served as chaplain to the aristocratic 
Farrette family in nearby Florimont. Pierre Joseph was assigned to the 
Rechesy parish in 1775 at the age of thirty-eight. 


One of the effects of the French Revolution was the requirement of the 
new republican government that all clergy take an oath of loyalty to the 
constitutional government. The government also provided that all duly 
sworn clergy would then be elected by their parishioners after which 
clergymen would receive a government salary. The Pope promptly 
condemned these new laws and many persons believed that the 
sacraments administered by clergy who took the oath were null and void. 
Chalmey, risking condemnation by the church hierarchy, took the oath. 
Having been a native son and always very popular with the people of 
Rechesy, he was handily elected parish priest and was thereby able to 
draw his salary for a time. In a further step he read the pastoral letter 
from the new constitutional bishop rather than maintaining allegiance to 
the former bishop now in exile in Switzerland. In 1792 when the 
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monarchy was abolished, another oath was required of the clergy “to be 
faithful to the nation, to support liberty, equality with all his strength or 
die at his post.”6 Chalmey readily complied and thus was able to 
continue his ministry without interruption. In May of 1794, he was 
listed as a good patriot for the district.” 


Unfortunately for Chalmey, political events which transpired during the 
summer of 1794 proved that his superb art of compromise could not be 
utilized. He was, as were other priests of that region, arrested and held 
in prison from July 27th until October 20th upon suspicion of “inciting 
fanaticism and rebellions.” This charge, however, could not be proven 
and he was eventually permitted to return to Rechesy. 


But the government was becoming increasingly hostile toward organized 
religion. Area churches were being closed and cults arose such as 
deifying the Goddess of Reason, which sought to replace traditional 
Catholic worship. Somehow, Chalmey continued to survive as priest in 
Rechesy signing whatever oaths were politically correct, such as one in 
1797 which declared “I, Pierre Joseph Chalmey, constitutional cure’ of 
Rechesy, swear the oath of hatred for royalty and anarchy, and of 
attachment and fidelity to the Republic and the Constitution of the Year 
Il.” 8 


By 1801, the Concordat was signed between First Consul Napoleon 
Bonaparte of France and Pope Pius VII, which created ecclesiastical 
questions regarding the legitimacy of those oath-taking clergymen. 
Because of the widespread support of Chalmey by the Municipal 
Commune of Rechesy, and his own skillful machinations as he interacted 
with various bishops, he was reinstated as parish priest and served in 
that capacity until his death in 1817. However, Jacques Felix, his 
brother, was exiled to Russia but returned to Rechesy to serve in various 
municipal capacities including that of mayor. His other brother, Pierre, 
continued to live in Rechesy but did not exercise his ministry.

The results of the Revolution were widespread even in Rechesy. A 
national system of education was established and the metric system of 
weights and measurements was adopted. The lands of the aristocracy 
and the Church as well as the former public lands were opened and sold 
for peasants’ use. Most important was the eradication of the “feudal 
dues” paid to the lords of the region which kept so many small 
landowners from advancement. Additionally price ceilings were placed 
upon necessary items including food which gave some relief to the poor. 
In villages and towns civil offices were developed for the maintenance of 
vital records which, following the Revolution, were now written in 
French rather than Latin. Fortunately Rechesy had been spared many 
of the tragedies associated with the Revolution because of the flexibility 
and adaptability of Cure’ Chalmey toward that Revolution and the 
absence of anticlerical fanaticism among the municipal officials. He was 
a beloved and astute leader. 


The Napoleonic Era (1803-1815) which sought to bring order to the 
governmental chaos of France resulted in a continuation of the political

unrest and wars. Belfort, nearest city of any size to Rechesy, was 
besieged in both 1814 and 1815 by foreign armies. Young men were being 
forced to serve in the Napoleonic armies in foreign battles and suffered 
heavy losses. After Napoleon’s defeat, France was again humiliated with 
new boundaries being set for her. Additionally the monarchy was 
restored. 


This political and military unrest had a profound influence on Leon 
Bernard inducing him to come to the United States. It was during his 
early life that the greatest political changes in French history were taking 
place. Even the neighboring village of Beurnesvesin, home of Catherine 
Kilker, was under French control until 1813, but this was returned to 
Switzerland although French culture and language continued to prevail.

THE LEON BERNARD / CATHERINE KILKER FAMILIES 


Leon Bernard, born 1789, was the second child of Pierre Andre Bernard 
(1758-1807) and Marie Pauline Chalmey (1765-1823) both of Rechesy. 
His parents were married July 7, 1784 in St. John the Baptist Church in 
Rechesy. Other siblings of Leon were Pierre Joseph (b.1785), Elizabeth 
(b.1787), and Marie Catherine (b.1791). It is probable that Pierre 
Andre’s ancestors originated in Switzerland. When they came to France 
is unknown, however. A Richard Bernard is documented as having lived 
in Rechesy in 1438 but whether he is part of the the family line is open to 
question.? The first known Bernard in the family line is Pierre Bernard 
of Rechesy who was born in Rechesy circa 1670. 


Pierre Andre Bernard, Leon’s father, was a small farmer or “cultivator” 
as he was described in the parish register. Leon was a shoemaker as well 
as a farmer. As is the case today the farmers resided in the village going 
out daily to the countryside with their livestock to their fields beyond the 
village.

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Leon’s family home exists today on the Rue de Pfetterhouse (street) in 
Rechesy, although it has passed out of the family. In recent years it has 
been extensively remodeled including the removal of architectural details 
and application of stucco to the exterior portion of the dwelling part of 
the structure. Nevertheless, the home and layout are, in many ways, 
typical of the farmers’ dwellings in the region as they have been for 
hundreds of years. It was built close to the street of half-timbered 
construction with a mixture of finely chopped straw and clay finished 
off with a plaster overlay between the timbers. The smallest part of the 
structure was the dwelling itself consisting of three floors. The entry level 
had three rooms. In the front was a large dining room/sitting room 
usually reserved for special occasions. Behind this room was a_ kitchen 
where most of the everyday activities of the family took place. 
Adjoining the kitchen was a smaller room used for baking. The second 
floor was given over to family bedrooms and the third, or attic floor, 
contained secondary bedrooms where, if the occasion demanded, visitors 
could be housed.

The middle portion of the house, which shared a common wall with the 
dwelling portion and was connected to it by an inner doorway, was 
reserved for livestock including cows, pigs, horses and chickens. It had a 
large hayloft overhead. Alongside this stable and sharing a common 
wall with it, was the barn. It was by far the largest section of the 
building, and had a tall entrance enabling fully loaded wagons to be 
pulled inside. This area, in addition to serving as a threshing floor, was 
also used for storage of hay and grain as well as wagons and assorted 
farm equipment. The entire structure had a red clay tile roof, which 
overhung the walls on the street facade over the two farming sections. 
This made in effect a massive porch or a sheltered outside work-space. 


Near the Bernard home was the church of St. John the Baptist surrounded 
by the village cemetery where previous generations of Bernard had been 
buried. It was in this church that Leon Bernard was baptized and 
worshiped. It was also this church that was used as a stable for the 
horses of Napoleon’s soldiers. Now only the choir portion of that church 
remains. To the immediate right of the main entrance of the cemetery is 
the traditional burial plot of the Bernard family. Several wooden crosses 
are on the plot along with a current grave marker of the Roy Bernard 
family. Numerous other markers depict burial plots of relatives including 
the Hantz, Chalmey, Dechaux, and Galliat families. 
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Bernard Family Homes, Rechesy 


The present parish church of Rechesy was built between 1850 and 1860. 
It is a Neo-Gothic structure overlooking the picturesque village and 
contains two gold-leaf-covered statues and a statue of the Virgin (dated 
1681) from the former church attended by Leon. It also contains a 
historic pipe organ dating from the 1860’s. A World War I memorial 
commemorating the death of the sons of the parish includes an Armand 
Bernard. 


Leon Bernard was born November 1, 1789 and was baptized that day. 
The entry in the parish register is as follows: 


Leon, son of Pierre Bernard, farmer, of Rechesy, and Marie Appoline 
Chalmey, his wife, also of Rechesy, was born and was baptized on the 
first day of November, 1789; the godfather is Pierre Leon Hantz, son of 
George Hantz, blacksmith; the godmother is Catherine Patingre, daughter 
of Jean Pierre Patingre, who declared she does not know how to sign her 
name, both of Rechesy.10

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Because of the French Revolutions, these baptismal records were written 
in French whereas just a few months earlier they would have been written 
in Latin. It also notes that Leon’s mother was a member of the Chalmey 
family which, as noted earlier, had played an important role in the 
history of Rechesy as eminent citizens and clergymen. 


Little is known of Leon Bernard’s early life. He lived in Rechesy with his 
parents, his known sisters Elizabeth and Marie Catherine, and his older 
brother Pierre Joseph. He had many relatives in the area and the name 
Bernard was a known and a trusted one in the village. His schooling was 
in Rechesy and it was there he learned the shoemaking trade. There also 
was the daily work on the farm and in the fields. 


On December 22, 1814, he married Catherine Kilker, daughter of Jean 
Joseph Kilker (known as Joseph) and Jeanne Marie Frery of the nearby 
village of Beurnevesin, Switzerland.!1 Like the Bernard family, the Kilker 
family had its origin in Switzerland.12 Catherine’s father, Joseph, and 
his assumed brother, Jean Pierre, were millers having started their 
business in Delle, France then moving to Rechesy for a time and finally to 
Beurnevesin circa 1788.13 Catherine’s father, Joseph married Jeanne 
Marie (Freri) Frery on 24 May 1791 in Beurnevesin.!4 Catherine was 
born 01 March 1792 and baptized in the village of Damphreux,

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Marriage Record of Leon Bernard and Catherine Kilker 
22 December 1814 
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Their marriage entry in the archives reads: 


In the year 1814, on the twenty-second day of December, at 10 o’clock in 
the morning, before us, Jean Pierre Chavanne, mayor and registrar of the 
commune of Rechesy, canton of Delle, department of Haut-Rhin, 
appeared Leon Bernard, shoemaker by profession, age twenty-five, son 
of the late Pierre Bernard, in his lifetime a farmer, and of Marie Poline 
Chalmey, his father and mother, on the one side , the mother present and 
giving her consent; 

And Catherine Kilchre, age twenty-two, born at Beurnevesin, 
arrondissement of Pourrentruy, daughter of the late Joseph Kilchre, in his 
lifetime a farmer, and of the late Jeanne Marie Frery, her father and 
mother, the father having died the twenty-fourth of February, year four 
of the French Republic, the mother having died the third of August 1806, 
the bride having been born the first of March, 1792, on the other side. 
The couple requested that we proceed with the celebration of the 
projected marriage between them, publications of which have been made, 
the first on Sunday, the eleventh of December, of the current year, at 
noon, and the second on the eighteenth of the same month at the same 
hour of noon. 

No opposition to this marriage having been made to us, complying with 
their request, after having read to them all the above, and Chapter VI of 
the French Civil Code titled “On Marriage,” we asked the groom and the 
bride if they wished to take each other for husband and wife, each of 
them having answered separately and affirmatively, we declare in the 
name of the law that Leon Bernard and Catherine Kilchre are united in 
matriage. 

Therefore, we have prepared this certificate in the presence of Joseph 
Bernard, farmer, age twenty-nine, brother of the groom; and Joseph 
Fleury, farmer, age thirty-two, brother-in-law of the bride; and Pierre 
Joseph Lantz, schoolmaster, age fifty-two, friend of the bride, all living at 
Rechesy, as well as the bride and groom; who after it was read to them 
signed with us, and the contracting parties.17 


For the wedding it was not unusual that the bride would wear the dress, 
bonnet, and shawl that her mother had worn. Since it was winter it was 
probably made of black wool. The groom probably wore a short, black, 
fitted frock coat and black trousers. His waistcoat was probably 
embroidered satin or velvet, and a silk black tie would have been worn 
around his neck. The wedding-shirt was usually fine pleated linen and 
would have been worn on special occasions thereafter including, 
perhaps, even on the occasion of his own funeral.

On the eve of the wedding or on the preceding Sunday the couple would 
visit those who would form the procession leaving with them colored 
ribbons to be pinned on either suits or dresses. The bride would often 
present small packets of brass pins to girlfriends for distribution to the 
women of the village who were related to the bride as their invitation.18 


The wedding ceremony held on a Thursday was typical of those in a 
rural French community. On the morning of the wedding Leon, the groom, 
with his mother and friends made their way to Catherine’s home. From 
there the procession, led by a fiddler, went to the town hall where the 
mayor was waiting for them to perform the civil ceremony. Afterwards, 
they continued to the church where the nuptial wedding mass took place. 
After the religious service the guests (probably most of the community) 
gathered for a large wedding dinner held in the barn. Prior to entering, the 
couple shared a bit of food as a symbol of prosperity, frequently being 
bread and salt with wine or soup. Long tables were set with dishes and a 
vast array of foods prepared by relatives and friends. After the dinner 
the couple would briefly visit relatives or neighbors who were unable to 
leave their homes. Another meal, more simple, was served in the evening 
followed by music, singing and dancing.

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One can assume that this newly-married couple either lived with a family - 
member or rented a small house in the village where Leon worked as a 
shoemaker . Their first child was a female named MARIE CATHERINE 
(known as MARIE) born April 19, 1816. In just over a year, their first son 
JOSEPH was born at noon on May 22, 1817. His birth record is as 
follows: 


In the year 1817, on the twenty-third day of May, at 10 o’clock in the 
morning, before us, Jacques Felix Chalmey, mayor and registrar of the 
commune of Rechesy, canton of Delle, department of Haut-Rhin, 
appeared Monsieur Leon Bernard, shoemaker, age twenty-seven, living in 
Rechesy, who presented to us a child of the male sex , born yesterday at 
the hour of noon, to the declarant and to Catherine Kilker, his wife, to 
whom he declared he wanted to give the name of Joseph; the declaration 
and presentation made in the presence of Messieurs Pierre Joseph Girard, 
retired lieutenant, age forty-three, and Jean Pierre Chavanne, former 
mayor and innkeeper, age seventy-one, both living at Rechesy, who 
signed with us and the declarant after the reading.19 


Other children followed : 


MARIE CATHERINE (known as CATHERINE): Born June 1, 1819 
- 4:00 a.m.; godparents were Pierre Joseph Girard, 44, retired 
lieutenant, and Jean Pierre Chavanne, 72, former mayor and 
tavern-keeper. 


FRANCOIS: Born February 11, 1821 -10:00 a.m.; godparents 
were Jacque Chavanne, 60, farmer, and Jean Baptiste Hainigue, 
37, farmer. 


PIERRE: Born September 3, 1823 - 5:00 p-m.; godparents were 
Joseph Bernard, 38, uncle, farmer, and Pierre Joseph Bernard, 25, 
cousin of father, farmer.

LEON: Born February 20, 1828 - 3:00 p.m.; godparents were 
Pierre Joseph Gorey, 25, laborer, and Pierre Joseph Pollingue, 55, 
oil manufacturer. 


From an analysis of the professions of the godparents of these children , 
it becomes clear that Leon and Catherine had a number of influential 
acquaintances who were farmers, businessmen, retired military and 
civic leaders, or teachers who were willing to take an active role in their 
family. We can assume that Leon and Catherine, too, were active and 
esteemed community participants in Rechesy. 


Major questions arise regarding the motive behind the desire of Leon and 
Catherine to come to the New World in 1828. Why would a thirty-nine- 
year-old man with his wife and seven children, the youngest under a 
year, venture upon such a major journey? Why would they want to 
leave their homeland and their many relatives and friends? Further, 
how did they raise the considerable sum required for such a trip and 
have the resources to purchase land in Ohio immediately? To gain 
insight in these important questions, it is again necessary to review the 
political, social, religious and economic situation in France at that time 
which might have caused Leon and Catherine to abandon Rechesy and 
their familial surroundings to emigrate to the United States. 


The French Revolution and Reign of Terror beginning in 1789 created 
major havoc and unrest throughout the country. Even though Rechesy 
was not as directly involved in the conflict as other areas of France, their 
parish priest was arrested and a new social order was created. Catholic 
peasants were shocked at the anti-clerical measures and confiscations of 
ecclesiastical property. Tales were rampant of the sacking of the town 
hall in Strasbourg and in Sundgau and armed peasants attacking the 
chateaux and abbeys. Troops from Belfort, however, contained the 
Revolution in their area of France. In small villages such as Rechesy, 
many of its citizens were poor and destitute as a result of the 
Revolutionary upheaval and _ excessive taxation imposed by the 
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succeeding government. During the Napoleonic Era following the 
Revolution, any young man who had reached his 21st birthday was 
chosen by lottery to serve in the army. With the fall of Napoleon 
beginning in 1814, the year Leon and Catherine were married, France 
was on _ her knees in social and economic turmoil. Villages and cities 
alike were depleted of their young men as thousands of them were used 
as cannon-fodder, and foreign troops occupied France for four years. 


Furthermore, a series of natural calamities occurred in that part of 
France where Rechesy is located. In 1816 there was widespread 
flooding and famine followed in 1817. The winter of 1827 was 
particularly harsh, resulting in the deaths of many persons and a sharp 
rise in prices as goods could not be delivered. The poor were found dead 
in the roads.20 In addition, a law which came into effect in 1827 
forbade the use of forests by peasants for food, pasturing, and 
firewood. Discontent and misery were rife. 


The new legal system of France under the Napoleonic Code changed the 
laws of inheritance resulting in a system under which all heirs were given 
equal distribution especially of lands. Added to this was the haphazard 
distribution of much of the church lands and the division of lands 
formerly owned by the nobility. The consequence of these factors was a 
landscape divided and subdivided into small plots frequently distant 
from one another and therefore difficult and uneconomical to farm. In 
1826, for example, it was reported that there was one strip of land for 
every four inhabitants.21_ Among these owners were Leon and Catherine 
Bernard who had at least twenty of these dispersed plots. 


In contrast, shipping agents in various cities began marketing the glories 
of the New World. Nearly 5,000 persons had applied for passports 
after the famine of 1817 and letters praising America were coming back 
from these emigrants.

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A neighboring Alsatian wrote: 


I have purchased land...with good level terrain where there is not a stone 
to be found and where one can plant whatever one wants....I tell you the 
unvarnished truth in stating to you that if you would make me a gift of 
the farm which you bought from me and gave me money for the voyage... 
I would not for all that, ever go back to Europe.... I no longer wish to 
return someday because my children say that if we ever leave here, they 
will not come with me.22 


In 1820 another letter stated that a laborer could make six francs a day 
in the United States which was six to ten times the wage in France.23 


In the United States in the late 1820’s, there was a major labor shortage 
due to the boom in the building of canals, roads, mills and warehouses. 
Agents at the points of embarkation and even in local towns and cities 
were directing emigrants toward their companies’ ships and collecting 
money, sometimes exorbitant sums, for passage and food during the 
voyage. It frequently happened that would-be emigrants after paying 
would find that the ship was nonexistent and in other cases after paying 
in full they would find upon arriving at Le Havre that the ship’s captain 
would extract further sums of money from them. Nevertheless between 
1815 and 1825 major emigration from Alsace and nearby areas 
continued unabated.24 


Even in Rechesy people were beginning to talk of the “wonderful” new 
life in the United States. With Leon and Catherine, two other families 
began planning and preparing for the great journey, namely the Paul 
Gerard family of Rechesy and the Pierre Patingre family of the nearby 
village of Le Puix. Paul Gerard, a farmer, had known the Bernard family 
for many years. Pierre Patingre, a distiller, was married to Marguerite 
Fleury who was possibly a relative of Catherine Kilker Bernard.25 


The question of money was a major issue. How could a shoemaker with 
a wife and seven children afford such an undertaking? In addition to 
passport fees, food costs, and overland transportation at least 160

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francs per person would be required for the transatlantic crossing. In 
1823 Leon’s widowed mother died and probably left him an inheritance. 

It is known that the Kilker family were comparatively wealthy, having 
been millers and farmers, so one can conclude that Catherine herself had 
received an inheritance since both her parents were deceased. As 
previously mentioned, Leon and Catherine owned at least twenty plots 
surrounding Rechesy. On January 29, 1828 (three weeks before the birth 
of son Leon) they sold these diverse plots of land for 1384 francs to 
relatives and neighbors at an auction in Rechesy. (See Appendices) 
Cash was received through a mortgage transfer on March 16, 1828 
witnessed and signed with the two other couples planning to accompany 
Leon and Catherine. It would also be likely that Leon’s and Catherine’s 
personal property was sold or dispersed to other relatives, especially to 


Leon’s older brother Joseph.26 


Obtaining a passport was not an easy task. A recent issue of “French 
Ancestors” described the process. By a decree of 1795, passports were 
required of French citizens who intended to cross the frontier. A further 
modification in 1816 required that no French person aged fifteen years 
and over could leave France or circulate in the interior. outside the limits 
of the department of his domicile except by virtue of a passport. An 
internal passport could be issued by mayors of municipalities but a 
foreign passport had to be secured from the prefecture in the 
departmental capital. Thus it must be assumed that Leon and Catherine 
had to make the long trip to Belfort to secure this document. Passports 
were good for one year and could be renewed. The fee was two francs 
for the interior and ten francs for a foreign passport. Money alone, 
however, was not enough to secure a passport. Prospective emigrants 
needed a “Certificate of Morality and Good Behavior” from the mayor of 
their village. Typically the wording would be along these lines: 


We the undersigned mayor of the commune of , certify to all 
whom it may concern that the named has always behaved as 
a good and honest man about whom no complaint has reached me, and

Supplied with the requisite passport, good conduct certificate, as well as 
a tax release, military service papers, papers from the maritime agent 
guaranteeing that ship passage had been purchased, and what was left 
of their life savings, the emigrants set forth on their journey to the New 


World.”27 


Recently (1993), a previously unknown manuscript in the estate of John 
Bernard of Cincinnati proved to be Leon Bernard’s original birth extract 
record which was used by them for identification and to obtain a 
passport. Issued at a cost of one franc twenty-five centimes, it was 
signed by the mayor and registrar of Rechesy on April 10,1828 just prior 
to their departure. 


Even the journey from Rechesy to Le Havre was a major trip. Le Havre, 
the port from which Leon and Catherine sailed, was over 400 miles away 
from Rechesy. For a certain fee couriers would guide the emigrants from 
their village to the port. Because of the large number in the Bernard 
family and the two other families who accompanied them, they probably 
took empty freight wagons returning to Paris from Basel, Switzerland. 
The growth of cotton manufacturing in France brought an increase of 
many freight wagons carrying cotton bales from the United States via the 
French port overland to various manufacturing centers. In these covered 
wagons on the return trip to the port were packed the emigrating women, 
children, and their baggage. The older boys and men walked outside 
leading the horses. In this manner many caravans set out from the 
German-French and Swiss areas, stopping every night where camp was 
set up for the passengers.28 With seven children in hand and at least 
one of them nursing, it must have been an arduous journey. The 
emotional impact of saying farewell forever to relatives and friends and 
to the village of Rechesy where the Bernard family had lived for nearly 
400 years must have been immensely difficult. But it was April, the 
season was spring, a time for renewal.

When the caravans reached Paris there would frequently be a wait of as 
much as_ ten days during which time the horses could be sold and 
additional food obtained. Steamboats or in some cases barges were 
boarded and passengers traveled up the river Seine to Le Havre. Upon 
reaching their destination, they would join the large number of emigrants 
waiting to depart and those who were stranded and unable to buy their 
passage. If winds were blowing the wrong way or there was great 
congestion, another one to six week’s wait often occurred. During this 
time families had to survive in the cheapest rooming houses or be willing 
to camp outdoors. 


The Bernard family found passage on the French brig “La Leonarde” 
bound for New York under the command of Captain M. G. Le Dilly. A 
brig, probably 150 feet in length, was a popular type of ship frequently 
used for shipping products and goods. This large vessel with her two 
square-rigged masts and the big gaff and boomsail must have been an 
impressive sight to the Bernard family who had probably never seen a 
great ship. This was the only New York journey recorded for that brig. 
Such a trip might last 45 to 60 days if the winds were blowing in the right 
direction or even up to 90 days if there were problems. Invariably these 
ships crammed in as many passengers as possible.

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Seventy-five passengers were registered on the “Leonarde.” The Bernard 
family with nine members was the largest family on board. Other French 
families in addition to the Gerard and Patingre families from Rechesy 
included the Heuriots, the Spelz, the Bedeaux, Cardot, Olivier, Malthey, 
Bourgeois, and Kimph families. Their professions included farmers, 
cabinet-makers, weavers, carpenters, distillers, bakers, waiters, and 
stationers. Though some comfortable rooms were available, the majority 
of these French citizens traveled in poorly ventilated spaces between the 
main deck and the hold. Their beds were frequently narrow bunks two or 
three tiers high and attached to the inner wall of the ship while wooden 
benches provided seats and were often attached to the outer wall.29 


Most of them needed to economize as much as possible and brought 
aboard their own foods - hams, sausages, dried fish, or fruits and 
cheeses. Even under the best of conditions, food was frequently 
rationed and often of poor quality with the major meal being served at 
noon. At other times only bread and water would be served. Many 
passengers became ill with fever or seasickness because of the constant 
movement and dampness. Thievery among the passengers and crew 
especially in larger vessels was another problem. Despite all, the 
Bernard family and the other families from the Rechesy area arrived 
safely in New York harbor on August 29, 1828. 


The Bernards were not alone. Hundreds of immigrants were entering the 
United States daily not only through New York but also through 
Baltimore and New Orleans. In fact, over thirty-thousand immigrants 
arrived during the year of 1828.30 Some of these immigrants would 
Stay in their port of arrival but many would seek inland cities such as St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, or Pittsburgh or in settlements where their 
native language might be spoken. The Northwest Territory, and states 
such as Pennsylvania and Ohio, offered many opportunities for buying 
and developing land and the Bernards chose Perry County in 
southeastern Ohio.

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BEGINNING YEARS IN THE NEW WORLD 


The sight of the New York harbor must have been inspiring to Leon, 
Catherine, and their family after sailing for such an extended period of 
time in conditions far less than favorable. After passing inspections 
they were free to pursue their goals in the New World--a privilege that 
not all passengers enjoyed. 


On every ship there were those passengers who were unable to pay their 
full share of the passage and were indentured until they worked off their 
indebtedness. Often they would have to work for many years until they 
obtained their freedom after having been bound to written agreements in 
a language they could not understand. Children could be forced to work 
until they were twenty-one years old. If they were ill, they were not 
permitted ashore until they became well. Further exploitation of some 
immigrants was perpetrated by agents who flocked around the new 
arrivals and sold them non-existent land. 


The Bernard family, having been spared such mishaps, began their 
journey West through the Allegheny Mountains without delay. They 
would have had to travel via Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania or Wheeling, West 
Virginia. In Wheeling, they could travel the National Road which 
enabled them to continue the journey West with a little more ease. It is 
not certain why Perry County in Ohio was chosen as a destination point 
other than that land was available and it was an area proximate to a 
Catholic church since the Catholic religion was an important part of their 
lives. Perry County was a popular destination for many people from 
Pennsylvania. We can assume that their journey in a covered wagon 
pulled by oxen or horses lasted at least six weeks. A rifle was a 
necessity for protection and food. 


Leon and Catherine could not have foreseen or imagined the rigors of the 
New World. Little experience in Rechesy prepared them for their future 
in the new Ohio country. Leon was not a frontiersman, probably not 
adept at using an axe nor proficient in the skills necessary for clearing the 
forest or building a log house. Foremost was the intense loneliness and 
the fear of the future. They were amid strangers far from the security 
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St. Joseph Catholic Church, (1829-1843)32 


and support of family resources. The Gerard and Patingre families had 
sought their fortunes elsewhere. The climate was harsh and caused 
strange sicknesses in persons not accustomed to it. Only their French 
language, the Catholic Church, and a few French settlers provided links 
to French life in far-away Rechesy. 


Within a short period of time fifty acres of land was purchased on 
November 15, 1828 from Josiah Hule for $286.00, less than three months 
after their arrival in the New World. This gently rolling land was located 
in Section 33 of Reading Township, Perry County in the new Ohio 
country. This land, originally purchased from the United States 
government at the Chillicothe Land Office at $2.00 per acre, rapidly 
increased in value. Leon and Catherine’s hopes must have been high. 
The new National Road was daily bringing in hundreds of new people as 
did an earlier road, Zane’s Trace, (now Route #122), which went directly 
through Somerset, the nearest town to the Bernard land. 


Perry County was established eleven years earlier with Somerset chosen 
as the county seat. The first settlers were Pennsylvania Germans, 
followed by Pennsylvanians of English descent along with settlers from 
Maryland and Virginia. There were even some French and Irish

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settlements.33_ The main attraction of Reading township and Somerset 
was the presence of the St. Joseph Catholic Church, which was the first 
Roman Catholic parish in Ohio, having been established in 1818. This 
parish was also destined to become the national headquarters of the 
Dominican Order, established there by Dominican Edward Fenwick, 
who became the first Archbishop of Cincinnati in 1821. Sometimes 
referred to as the “Cradle of Catholicism in Ohio,” the parish was still in 
its original log church when the Bernards arrived. The Bernard land was 
just over two miles from St. Joseph’s Church. In winter or harsh weather 
it could be a very long winding two-mile stretch. Only four miles distant 
was the village of Somerset and its Catholic Church, Holy Trinity, 
established in 1827. 


The heavily forested land required immediate clearing and constructing a 
place to live, namely a log settler’s cabin for shelter. Neighbors assisted 
each other in these endeavors and with winter approaching it became an 
urgent task. Most log cabins in Perry County were built within a few 
days and varied in size from fourteen by sixteen feet to sixteen by 
eighteen feet. The floor was usually puncheons split out of larger logs 
with a roof made of clapboards rived with a mallet and held in place 
with weight poles. A large hole had to be cut in the center of one end for 
the chimney which was made with sticks, stones, and mud.34 How 
difficult life in Ohio must have been for this large family not knowing the 
language and struggling for basic existence. At times there must have 
been a longing for the familiar life of a shoemaker and farmer in Rechesy. 


The population of Perry County continued to increase following the 
Bernard family’s arrival. It nearly doubled from 8,459 persons in 1820 
to 14,030 in 1830.35 At nearby St. Joseph’s Church, a new brick church 
building with a steeple and cross replaced the earlier log structure. It 
was dedicated on January 11, 1829 and could be seen for miles. We can 
assume that Leon and his family would have been present at the 
dedication. By 1830, the Dominican Sisters arrived from Springfield, 
Kentucky and established a school in Somerset. The following year they 
built a three-story boarding school.

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The records at St. Joseph’s parish indicate that three additional children 
were born to Leon and Catherine: 


MAGDALENA: Born 15 August 1830; godparents were 
Moreland and Mary Burkshaw. 


JOHN: Born 20 May 1832; godparents were Joseph and Agnes 
Dull. 


LOUIS: Born 11 April 1836; godparents were Joseph and 
Catherine Bernard. 


Other records at St. Joseph indicate that daughter Marie Bernard, listed 
as Anna Marie, served as a godmother in several baptisms as late as 
March 1834. But in 1835 as their family grew, tragedy struck the 
Bernard family for the first time. The following listing is found in the 
church records at St. Joseph: 


Marie Bernard born in Gulla, died January 3; buried January 4, 
1835 at age 22. 36 


Their first-born child had died and part of their hope for their new world 
had died as well. 


Evidently it was difficult to support ten children on the fifty acres of 
land. As new opportunities for land became available Leon and his son, 
Joseph, heard of the rich flat land in west central Ohio for only $1.25 an 
acre. Joseph made the 130-mile trek to Mercer County, Ohio and 
apparently reported back favorably because shortly after, on March 30, 
1836, it is documented that Leon’s 50 acres were sold for $600.00 to 
Leonard Hout.37 Once again after laboring mightily for eight years to 
clear and farm their sparse and rocky fifty acres and make a new life for 
themselves and their children, the Bernards were again on the move to 
the new frontier in Mercer County, Ohio. They were joining many Perry 
County residents who were taking advantage of the new land in

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northwestern and central western Ohio. Leon and Catherine were now 
forty-six and forty-five respectively, and were leaving their friends and 
parish and Anna Marie in the shadow of St. Joseph’s great steeple. It is 
hard to imagine persons of such courage and fortitude. With great faith 
in God they pursued life in the unknown Mercer County.

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LIFE IN MERCER COUNTY OHIO 


In March of 1835 Joseph Bernard, oldest son of Leon and Catherine, was 
present when forty acres of land was purchased for the new St. John the 
Baptist Church in Maria Stein, Mercer County, Ohio. Others present that 
day were Dietrick Kemper, Bernard and Henry Goecke, and Clemens 
Vehorn, all of whom would play prominent roles in his family’s future.38 
Joseph had preceded his family there in order to appraise the situation in 
the new settlement of St. John, as it was called. Surely his thoughts must 
have been of his home parish, St. John the Baptist, in far away Rechesy. 


There was positive news about the new land in western Ohio. It was 
heavily forested with a very flat terrain and rich soil. The new pioneers 
there were predominantly German Catholics but several French 
settlements were less than fifteen miles away and carried names such as 
Frenchtown and Versailles. New lands were available near the church of 
St. John which could be cleared for farmland. 


On May 24, 1836, Leon Bernard purchased 160 acres of forested land in 
section two of Marion Township near the village of St. John now called 
Maria Stein in Mercer County.39 This original land was purchased and 
entered through the Lima Land Office, Lima, Ohio from the United 
States government for $1.25 an acre and was described as follows: 


The west half of the North East quarter and the east half of the North 
West quarter of Section two, in township eight, South of Range three east 
in the District of lands subject to sale at Lima, Ohio, containing one 
hundred and sixty acres. 


It was fully‘conveyed by President Martin Van Buren on March 18, 1837. 
For Leon, the move was a profitable venture since he obtained over three 
times the amount of land he previously held in Perry County, and still 
retained a profit of $400.00 from the sale of the Perry County land!

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Much of the land comprising Marion Township was considered Shawnee 
Indian lands when Mercer County was organized in 1824. The earliest 
settlers of that time lived along the nearby Chickasaw Creek and shared 
ground with the Native Americans who still lived there.40 By the mid- 
1830’s Germans and some French pioneers began to arrive, and the 
Shawnee Native Americans soon disappeared. 


The forest around St. John was extremely dense and a haven for all sorts 
of animals, including wild turkeys, squirrels, bears, foxes, deer, and 
bobcats. Therefore hunting and trapping became major sources of 
income. An early description of the forest shortly after the time of the 
Bernard arrival was given by a neighbor and German immigrant Liwwat 
Boke in 1842. She stated: 


Houses lie far apart from each other here in the forest. Right up to our 
doorsill and to those of our neighbors reaches the huge, somber and 
vaulted forest. There are no openings to break up the overhang, nothing 
but endless miles upon miles of the shadowy wolf-haunted woodland. 
The great trees tower heavenward until their individual crowns are lost 
among the many branches at the top, and the lower branches disappear 
under the wild growth that chokes the open places between the trunks. 
Here stand proud beech trees, and pines, hemlocks, balsams, and firs; 
others: oak, chestnut, hickory, ash, walnut, and many rare and 
unrecognized varieties stand side by side with still more of other kinds. 
The sunlight cannot get through the arches of the murmuring leaves. 
Through the grayish shadow and down the pathways in the forest men 
walk, continually in a kind of midday gloom....Ali the countryside is 
monotonous in a treestrewn land. Everything in it lies hidden. And 
further on? No one can say, not even the brave hunters know how far to 
the west this forest extends; they have not yet gone through to the other 


end.41 


Once again a log house had to be constructed and a major clearing of 
land had to take place. Now there were nine children ranging from two 
months to nineteen years of age. Clearing the forest by cutting and 
burning was a major task involving all members of the family. In some 
areas the land was low and required drainage particularly along the 
creek which crossed _ their farm.

Existence in this forest wilderness was a lonely frightening task which 
constantly posed danger. Without roads, footpaths had to be followed 
through the dark, damp maze of trees and undergrowth. Insects, 
especially mosquitoes, were rampant and diseases such as tuberculosis, 
dropsy, typhoid, and the dreaded cholera were frequent causes of 
death. Diarrhea and ague were common.42

Accidents related to clearing the forest were frequent because of the lack 
of familiarity with the tasks associated with it. Life in Mercer County 
was not easy and it meant starting over again in an environment similar 
to Perry County eight years earlier. The difference, however, was that 
Marion Township was flat and under its virgin forest lay a thick black 
rich and productive soil. 


German Catholic pioneers were arriving daily and the small settlement of 
St. John around the church of St. John the Baptist was growing. The 
nearest town was Stallotown (Minster) where a group of German 
Catholic settlers under the direction of Franz Joseph Stallo was 
established. Here was located the Catholic Church called St. Augustine 
and from this parish the priests would journey to serve various missions 
in the countryside. 


St. John the Baptist parish, while formed in 1835, did not have a 
resident priest or even a church. The first Mass at St. John was 
celebrated outdoors on June 24, 1836 and only three more times during 
that year.44 Even when a priest was not present the people would 
assemble on Sundays for prayer and readings and we can conclude some 
social activities. By 1836 a small log school was completed at the 
crossroads called St. John. It was a typical one-room log structure with 
a chimney at one end and a door and window on the front. By the spring 
of 1837, a log church was completed. Although there was no resident 
priest, the budding parish was served on occasion by priests from 
Stallotown. History records that Joseph Bernard was involved in the 
actual construction of that church.45 The actual village of St. John was 
not recorded until 1838.46 


Amid this forested land there was soon cause for celebration. Catherine 
Bernard, the oldest living daughter of Leon and Catherine, was married 
on May 20, 1837 to Urs Johann Kamber (Kemper) of Ifenthal 
Switzerland. This wedding was recorded in the archives at St. Augustine 
Church in Minster.47 A wedding was a festive occasion in the forest

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with a gathering of as many as 30-40 families. Since a priest did not 
come regularly to St. John’s, the couple would make their promises 
before the community. Liwwat Boke again gives this account of a typical 
wedding: 


In the barnyard are located four chairs that are for the bride’s and 
grooms parents alone. All the people come into a half circle, almost 
around the chairs....All the people are immediately serious and quiet as 
the mother of the bride comes from her house to the fourth chair and sits 
with the other three parents. Then the bridesmaid, sometimes the 
bride’s own sister or relative comes out. In a few minutes the bride 
comes out of the house and walks right to her father. Everyone is 
deathly still. Now the father says “I” (and says his name and that of his 
wife, the mother, “today offer from my house and my family our 
daughter with the name to her bridegroom whose name is 

for the two to marry. They will today and from this day forth for all 
time be known as man and wife until the time a priest is here to bless the 
two in the sacrament of marriage according to the rules of this land, 
state, and regulations of the Roman Catholic Church. Now I ask you 
three citizens to witness these two, without other husband or wife take 
one another in free will to live an honorable and virtuous life 
together.”.... Then they sing if someone knows the Ave Maria and we 
pray a rosary. On the last Amen all shout, “Huji, a Wedding! Beene in de 
Luft! Huji, Huji, Huji.” Often the mother and the grandmother and the 
womenfolk cry. 


She goes on to describe the elaborate meals and celebrations concluding 
in the taking of the bride and bridegroom to their new log-house, placing 
them in bed with their clothes on, and tying the bridegroom with rope or 
twine. The new wife had to untie her groom after they were left alone in 
their new home. No one in the community would go by their house for 
three days. On the fourth day the four parents of the new couple 
would arrive bringing them meat, vegetables and bread.48 The gifts that 
were presented to them by friends and neighbors were generally 
necessary items for survival. 


Two years later, Leon and Catherine’s oldest son Joseph married Annette 
Miriam (Anna Maria) Kemper, recorded again in the archives in Minster,

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Ohio. Very little information has been found relating to her early life.49 
It is known, however, that Anna Marie Kemper was born in Pennsylvania 
in 1819, and that her parents were immigrants from Switzerland. In 
Marion Township some of the Kempers had come from Switzerland and 
sister Catherine had married a Swiss immigrant Urs Johann Kamber, a 
surname which is considered a variation of the name Kemper. Nearby 
land of eighty acres in Section 35 was purchased by Joseph and Anna 
Bernard from Joseph Kamber of Montgomery County Pennsylvania on 
March 9, 1841 for the sum of $100.00. Because the land was bought so 
cheaply by Joseph Bernard, the seller might have been a relative of Anna 
Marie Kemper, perhaps even her father. A granddaughter remembers 
her grandmother as being “Pennsylvania Dutch’ .50 


Epidemics hit St. John in 1840 and 1849-50. During the 1840 epidemic, 
many persons died from typhoid fever through the summer months. 
However, in 1849 and again in 1850 the cholera epidemic struck. In 
nearby Minster, over 250 persons died and in New Bremen, over 150 
persons died. More than 20 persons died in St. John but all deaths were 
not recorded in the parish records. Liwwat Boke gives us this account: 


At St. John cemetery the routine was confused. The pastor, Kunkler, was 
one of the best we had had here, but it was too much with day and night 
confessing the sick and preparing them for death. The graves were mere 
holes in the ground with a lot of water in them. The corpses came by 
wheelbarrow, wagon, and stretcher. The sight was awful, with horror in 
every breath. The corpses went into the grave mixed atop one another, 
no names, no prayers, nothing! ...Neighbors found other neighbors at 
home, all long dead, young old, children, women, hired hands and 
relatives! One woman in St. John shouted, “Oh Death! Death! 
Death!...an inhuman voice that struck me with horror and a chilling of my 
very blood! Now, later, it is scarcely believable, the dreadful occurrences 
we experienced every day, people in the raging of the fever and affliction, 
or in the torment of their own agitation. 51

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It is likely that Catherine Bernard, wife of Leon, died during this decade 
but no documentation has been found of her death. She was not listed in 
the 1850 census of Marion Township. It is probable that she died during 
the cholera epidemic and her remains were buried with other victims in 
an unmarked grave area directly behind St. John Church. Twenty-year- 
old Magdalena assumed housekeeping responsibilities for Leon and her 
brothers. 


Land records indicate that Leon donated a small section of his his land 
(25 square feet) to the local School Board in 1852 for the erection of a 
school. This one- room brick school (Number 106) was known for many 
years as the Bernard School, and stood well into the 20th century at the 
northwest corner of Huwer and Rolfes Roads. Several of the young 
Bernard children attended it.52 His son Joseph served as one of the three 
school directors for that district in Marion Township. Later a great - 
grandson, Frank Rolfes (1868-1909) remodeled and moved into this 
structure. 


Another wedding record indicated that their son, Leon Jr. married 
Margaritha Agnes DeCurtins on January 13, 1853. She was possibly a 
member of the prominent DeCurtins family from Carthagena, Ohio who 
designed and decorated so many of the churches in Mercer and Auglaize 
Counties, but conclusive information relating to that has not been 
uncovered. Leon’s untimely death on April 8, 1857 left her widow with 
three children. Margaritha’s death followed on September 27, 1859 at 
the age of twenty-eight. The three children moved in with Leon Sr. and 
are listed in the 1860 Federal Census as residing at the same address. 
Additionally, on the same census, a Barbary Kemper, eleven years of age, 
is listed with Leon Sr. so one can conclude that her parents Maria 
Catherine and Urs Johann Kamber (Kemper) were deceased by 1860. 
Three other members of that Kemper family were residing with another 
unknown Unice Kemper, eighty years old.53 All of them lived near the 
Bernard farm.

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In the 1860 Federal Census, two of the children of Leon, John and Louis, 
are not mentioned. This corresponds with a family story that two 
Bernard boys became separated from the family and were not heard of 
again. Nevertheless they did receive a legacy under the will of Leon 
Bernard Sr. in 1864 and 1865 respectively. It is probable that they were 
not residents of the county but returned to receive their inheritance at 
that time. Thereafter, there is no record of them. This is fortified by a 
paragraph in the will of brother Franz Bernard in 1867 which stated: 


Two of my brothers Johannas (John) and Ludwig (Louis) whose residence 
I do not know shall have $100. each if they make announcing of them 
within one year after this date. 


There is not record that the inheritance was claimed. Beginning in 1849, 
the Gold Rush sent thousands of Ohioans to California and it is possible 
that John and Louis were among those who sought their fortune in the 
West.°4 Another family tradition stated that they went to Chicago.55 


During the winter of 1861, Leon knew his death was approaching and 
wrote a will dated February 21, of that year. His death followed on 
April 21, 1861. The parish archives stated that his age was unknown 
and that he had received the Last Sacraments of the Church. He was, 
however, seventy-one years of age. His will, included in the appendices, 
appointed his son Joseph as executor. A general sale of his possessions 
was held at his residence on July 1, 1861 included his clothes, some 
furniture, equipment, and the farm itself. (Gee Appendices) Most items 
including the farm were purchased by family members. Assets of the 
estate also included several loans to neighbors including one to Joseph. 
The will also made provisions for the payment of debts that Leon Jr. had 
incurred . There was also a bequest for masses to be offered through the 
local priest at St. John Church. Before the estate could be settled, 
Magdalena, the one remaining daughter of Leon, died leaving her share to 
be divided among the heirs of her father.

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Leon’s sons, Francois, Peter and Anton, all of whom never married, 
received ownership of the farm. In 1867, Francois died leaving his share 
to Peter and Anton who retained it for nearly thirty years. In an 
interview during the 1970’s, George Bergman, a neighbor, recalled the 
Bernard brothers, their log house, their large barn and hog house. He 
stated that they spoke high German and some French, frequently sang, 
and always went to church in a spring wagon with a strawberry roan 
horse. He also stated that they pronounced their name “Bennard” with 
the accent on the first syllable which corresponds to the local French 
pronunciation. The buildings stood approximately fifty feet on the south 
side of Huwer road and the barn was a major structure, 50 x 100 feet, 
similar to the barn attached to the Bernard home in Rechesy. During the 
1920’s the large barn was moved east on the present Othmar and Mary 
Fullenkamp farm which contains half of the original acreage of the Leon 
Bernard farm. The site of the barn became a garden spot, specifically for 
potatoes. 


Farming was a joint family venture among the Bernards and their 
relatives. In close proximity was brother Joseph’s farm. Across the road 
from the original farm was land owned by niece Magdalena and Joseph 
Rolfes. Other nieces and nephews lived nearby. Each family member 
assisted one another in the chores required to maintain the farm. 


Anton Bernard died November 22, 1892. Peter retained ownership of 
the farm and later sold it to nephew Henry Goecke. Peter having 
tuberculosis realized he would not live long so he moved in with his 
nephew Joseph Bernard and his family for one year until his death on 
August 03, 1893. The farm later was sold to Henry Fullenkamp. Thus 
after fifty-seven years of original family ownership, the farm no longer 
carried the Bernard name. Now nothing remains of the barn and 
buildings on the original site other than occasional glass and pottery 
shards uncovered by Mr. Fullenkamp, the present owner. 


Mr. Raymond Bernard, great grandson of Leon wrote the following 


conclusion to the Bernard history he complied regarding Leon and 
Catherine Bernard: 
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“In conclusion I would like to express some sentiments about our 
distinguished heritage. When I think of Leon Bernard I get an image of 
Abraham and Isaac. God must have kept Leon so he could come to 
America and establish the Bernard Heritage and settle in Marion 
Township, Mercer County, Ohio from where his descendants expanded 
across the country from the Atlantic to the Pacific and from the Great 
Lakes to the tip of Florida. It must have taken great love and enduring 
courage for Leon and Catherine to leave their home in Europe and 
venture into a strange land and pioneer a new life for themselves and 
their descendants. If all of their descendants and their families were 
joined hand to hand they would reach a long long mile across the great 
land that through their enduring effort has produced a marvelous legacy 
for their posterity. As they look down from Heaven to contemplate the 
results of their magnificent endeavor, they must surely be gratified that 
they accomplished such a mission.”96 


The saga of Leon and Catherine Bernard from Rechesy France to Mercer 
County Ohio via Perry County gives pause to all of their descendants. 
They braved the unknown, suffering privation, epidemics, sorrows and 
loss. They shared the joy of new-born children, a new land and new 
friends, and the camaraderie of drinking and singing. In that process 
they persevered never losing their care and love for one another, their 
families, and the ideals of their Catholic faith. This “French Connection” 
has been and will continue to be an inspiration to yet unborn generations.

The genealogy is divided into five generations with the immigrant 
Leon Bernard and his wife Catherine (Kilker) as “Generation 1.” The 
numbering continues through the second generation (his children) as 
numbers 2 through 11; third generation (his grandchildren) numbers 
12 through 31; fourth generation (his great-grandchildren) as numbers 
35 through 99; fifth generation (his great-great grandchildren) as 108 
through 284. Each family member has been given a number. 


Each direct line descendant of the immigrant ancestor, Leon Bernard, 
has been given a superscript (or heightened) generation number. The 
generation number follows the first name; for example: Joseph2 
Bernard. Joseph is of the second generation. 


After each number and name of a child producing member, the direct 
line family member and generation is provided in parenthesis and 
italics. For example, note in #99 Edward 4 Lewis Bernard (Louis,3 
Joseph,2 Leon1 ) Although Edward was given a number 99 in the third 
generation, he is also listed in the fourth generation because he 
produced children. Edward’s father was Louis in the third generation, 
his grandfather was Joseph in the second generation, and his great 
grandfather was Leon in the first generation. 


The antecedents of the immigrant ancestor Leon who did not migrate 
to America are labeled with the italicized letter “A” for his father 
“B” for his grandfather, and so on in reverse order. 


If children (issue) were produced the cross symbol (+) is given to the 
left of the identification number and this family member will appear 
in the following generation. For example:

She was mentioned as a child of Joseph in the second generation but 
will appear in the third generation with a descriptive paragraph 
written about her and her family. Since JACOB did not produce 
children, there is not a cross symbol and he is mentioned only in the 


second generation. The cross symbol does not appear in the fifth 
generation of this genealogy even though children have been produced 
by this generation. 


The issuance and number of children produced is indicated with a 
lower case Roman numeral in conformity to standard genealogical 


practice. For example: The children of Maria Elizabeth2 Bernard are: 
33 i. ANNA MARIE. 34 ii. MARIA BERNADINE. + 35 _iii. 


JOSEPH FRANK. 36 iv. ANNA MARIA MAGDALENA. etc. 


Parentheses indicate the maternal line or birth family name or may 
also indicate that the children noted are from a different marriage. A 
divorce is indicated by the asterisk (*) symbol. 


Please also note that the name given at baptism or recorded in the 
baptismal register may be a variation from the name used by that 
person in life. In many cases especially in German communities the 
second or third given name was the one used in life. Likewise there 
will be variations of the ending of given names. i.e. Maria, Marie, 
Magdalene, Magdalena, etc.

LEON BERNARD - IMMIGRANT ANCESTOR 


1. Leon! Bernard (Pierre Andre,A Jean Pierre,B Jean,C Pierre,P ) was 
born 01 Nov 1789 in Rechesy, Territory of Belfort, France. He had 


two known sisters and one known brother. He was the oldest son of 
Pierre Andre Bernard (1758 -1807) and Marie Pauline Chalmey (1765 
-1823). His profession was a shoemaker and additionally owned 
twenty small plots in the vicinity of Rechesy. His marriage on 22 Dec 
1814 to Catherine Kilker of Beurnevesin Switzerland is recorded in 
the archives of Rechesy. Catherine was born 02 Mar 1792 the 
daughter of Joseph Kilker (b. 1752. d.15 Dec 1795) and Jeanne Marie 
Frery (d. 3 Aug 1806). Leon and Catherine and their seven children 
emigrated to New York arriving there 29 Aug 1828. They purchased 
50 acres in Perry County, Ohio and three additional children were 
born there. They moved to Maria Stein, Ohio in Mercer County 
having purchased 160 acres there in 1836. Catherine died between 
1840-1850 and Leon died 21 Apr 1861. It is assumed they were 
buried in the church cemetery at St. John’s Church, Maria Stein Ohio.

3. Joseph? Bernard (Leon 1) was born on 22 May 1817 in Rechesy 
France. He married Anna Marie Kemper on 13 June 1839 in Minster, 
Ohio. She was born 25 Feb 1819 of Swiss immigrants in Penn- 
sylvania. He acquired 80 acres of land from Joseph Kamber in 1840 
and was a successful farmer. The farm was located near Maria Stein, 
Ohio near his father’s farm. He died on 19 Mar 1886 at his home and 
is buried in St. John’s Cemetery in Maria Stein, Ohio. Anna Marie 
subsequently died at the home of her son Louis at Cranberry Prairie, 
Ohio on 29 August 1894.

END OF FIFTH GENERATION 
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JOSEPH BERNARD 
(1817 - 1886) 


Born in Rechesy France this oldest son of Leon Bernard spent his early 
childhood in that village. We can assume that he assisted his father who was 
a shoemaker and also worked in some of the twenty fields that his mother 
and father owned in the vicinity of Rechesy. The era was a difficult one as 
there were major financial upheavals in that post Napoleonic time and food 
and crop shortages were felt even in a farming community such as Rechesy. 
He was proud to carry the Bernard name in that village as his ancestors went 
back nearly 400 years! His mother, born less than a mile away in 
Switzerland, had come from a long line of commercial merchants. 


The excitement of his parents plans to migrate to America must have been 
intense. There was the auction of his parents land in March, the preparation 
for the long journey to Le Havre overland through area which he had never 
seen, and the long journey on the ship to the New World. He knew the two 
families who accompanied his family so at least he had some friends to make 
the time pass on that long journey. 


Arriving in Perry County Ohio was exciting. The talk of the Indian tales still 
permeated much conversation. But most of all he obviously had to work 
diligently with his father to clear the land and he had to teach his younger 
brothers to do the same. Living in the log cabin away from the village in a 
remote place was a fearsome proposition. He was growing to manhood 
during these years and he had to help his family struggle through the difficult 
times. By 1836 his father had sent him to Mercer County to look at new land 
available for a good price. He was present for the establishment of the new 
parish of St. John the Baptist. His mother and father joined him soon 
thereafter and began clearing the new farmland in Marion Township. 


It was in Marion Township that he met Anna Marie Kemper, his future wife. 
Being of Swiss descent she had been born in Pennsylvania on 25 February 
1819. Extensive research on her birth failed to establish with certainty her 
birthplace or her parentage. In the 1820 census of Pennsylvania there are 
two entries of female under five years of age. A John Kemper in Lancaster 
County (Cocalico Township) had one female child in that category. A David 
Kemper also in Lancaster County (Cocalico Township) had two female 
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children under the age of five. Her father might have been either of these two 
men. In a later census, it was reported that both her parents had come from 
Switzerland. In 1841 a farm was purchased from a Joseph Kamper (aka 
Kamber, Kamer, and Kemper) of Montgomery County Pennsylvania who sold 
it to Joseph and Anna Marie for the exact price he had paid five years earlier. 
He is noted in an 1840 census record in Marion Township with a child under 
five and with two adults. 


Since a priest was not readily available at St. John’s, Joseph and Anna Marie 
were married on 13 June 1839 in Minster Ohio. As noted earlier, they 
purchased eighty acres of land in Section 35 of Marion Township for one 
hundred dollars from Joseph Kamper on March 09, 1841. Here they began 
their family of eleven children: Marie Elizabeth (1841), Jacob (1842), James 
(1843), Francis (1846), Maria Magdalena (1847), John (1849), Peter (1850), 
Joseph (1852), Henry (1854), John Henry (1857) and Louis (1859). 


During these times Joseph continued to remain close to his family with their 
nearby farm. The deaths of his brother, his brothers wife and children during 
the epidemics must have been difficult to bear. Certainly he was involved in 
the decisions made regarding the placement of their children. During the 
1850’s he served as school director of District # 5 of Marion Township and 
was instrumental in obtaining a donation of school land from his father in 
1852. When his father knew that he would not be living much longer, he 
devised a will making Joseph the chief executor. It was under Joseph’s 
direction that the estate had to be settled and the auction of his father’s 
estate held. This was indicative of the trust in which his father held in him. 


Sister Kathryn Bernard, granddaughter, recalls her grandfather in a 1975 
written statement.” The family spoke High German. Sometimes Grandpa and 
Grandma talked French together. My Grandfather was a very dear, gentle, 
good, quiet, and concerned man. Mary Ann, my grandma, was strong and 
healthy. Very strict, a good cook and a hard worker. Grandpa loved 
children. When my brother Joe was five years old he took him to the store 
and got him his first suit and came home with pockets full of candy. He used 
to bring paper covered kisses and throw them in the air and the children 
would catch the candy. Grandpa would never scold, but Grandma did.” 


In 1885 major changes had to be made as Joseph knew he did not have long 
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to live. On July 22 of that year they sold their farm to Joseph Brandewie Jr. 
for the sum of $4500. In October, he purchased a plot of forty acres in 
Cranberry Prairie from Philip Huwer. At this time only Henry and Louis 
lived at home. Within five months, 19 March 1886, Joseph died suddenly at 
the age of 69. His will made in January of 1885 appointed his wife executor 
and left the farm and all personal properties to her. He was buried in the St. 
John Cemetery in the beloved parish he had helped organize some fifty years 
earlier. A mulberry wood cross marked the site of his grave for many years.1 


In September both sons Louis and Henry had taken wives. Marion Township 
was rapidly changing and rich cleared farmland now abounded. Louis 
moved to the farm in Cranberry Prairie and his mother moved in with them. 
There she resided until her death on 29 August 1894 of “old age” and 
“stomach disease.”2 She was subsequently buried in St. John Cemetery 
beside her husband Joseph. Her grave, likewise, was marked with a mulberry 
wood cross.

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PETER BERNARD 
(1850 - 1899) 


Peter Bernard, fifth son of Joseph Bernard and Maria Anna Kemper, was 
born in Maria Stein on May 25, 1850. Undoubtedly he was named after his 
uncle Peter who lived on a nearby farm. The area of Maria Stein was still 
heavily forested and his own parents not yet started their second decade on 
their farm having purchased it only nine years earlier. New immigrants 
especially from Westphalia and the Oldenburg areas of Germany were 
arriving weekly in the new settlement around St. John. Already Catholicism 
was well established with the founding of parishes at St John(1835) and St. 
Rose(1837) and the nearby Maria Stein Convent (1846) by the Sisters of the 
Precious Blood. Minster with its direct link to Cincinnati via the Miami-Erie 
Canal was the nearest town of any size. 


Peter’s early life it can be surmised was typical of the boys of the region 
characterized by hard work. The forest had to be cleared. There were crops 
that needed cultivation and livestock had to be raised. He obviously had to 
learn High German from his mother in order to communicate with his 
neighbors and attended the’Bernard School” situated on land adjacent to his 
grandfather Leon’s farm less than a quarter of mile from his home. 


By 1870 Peter’s independence is noted in that he was employed as a 
wagonmaker and living closer to St. John’s settlement. This experience would 
assist him later as in 1871 he moved to Cincinnati working in the wagon 
industry and specializing in making wagon wheels. He lived and worked in 
the area of West Fifth and Sixth Streets and was a parishioner at the German 
Holy Trinity Church located on Fifth Street. On September 15, 1891 he 
married Elizabeth Ruther, a German immigrant in her twenties . They began 
their family in Cincinnati’s old “West End” living at 746 West Fifth Street. 
Three children were born: Barbara. William , and John. Unfortunately Peter 
contracted tuberculosis and died on February 27, 1899 leaving his widow 
Elizabeth and their three children ages seven, five, and two respectively. 


Elizabeth remarried within a short period of time to Frank Washburn, a 
barber in their neighborhood. They continued living in that area until a move 
some years later to 2487 Warsaw Avenue, Price Hill. The names of the two 
boys were officially changed to Washburn at a reported cost of fifty dollars. 
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Sister Kathryn Bernard described Frank Washburn in the following passage 
“Uncle Frank was not a Catholic but he went with Aunt Lizzie to church 
every Wednesday evening and Sunday. He became a Catholic a year before 
he died and was sick one year and received Communion at home three times 
a week. When the priest asked him why he did not become a Catholic sooner 
he answered “Nobody asked me.”3 


Frank’s profession took him to the Sinton Hotel, Auburn Avenue, and other 
locations until his death in 1935. Elizabeth continued living on Warsaw 
Avenue being joined by her daughter Barbara and her husband Ben 
Weckenbrock- another Price Hill native from the parish of St. Michael. 
Elizabeth died in 1953 and her funeral was from Blessed Sacrament Church 
in lower Price Hill. Barbara and her husband continued to live at the 
Warsaw Avenue location rearing their two children Elizabeth and Florence. 
Her brother William worked as an employee of the famous Sinton Hotel until 
his untimely death of drowning in 1930 leaving a widow and child June. John 
worked as the superintendent of the Abbott Linen Supply Company until his 
death in 1944. His wife Stella continued to work there until her retirement. 
The remaining grandchildren and great grandchildren continue to live in the 
Cincinnati area, and in Georgia and Tennessee.

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JOSEPH BERNARD JR. 
(1852 - 1942) 


My father Joseph Bernard was born Nov. 05 1852 on our grandparents farm 
at Maria Stein, Ohio. He received his First Holy Communion on Apr. 23, 
1865 in St. John’s Church, Maria Stein, Ohio. Since there were older brothers 
to help work in the farm, my father worked for Mr. Strukamp, a strict 
perfectionist, for seven years. He learned bricklaying, plastering, cementing, 
etc. On Sundays he often helped his mother with the housework, etc. He 
helped in the garden, barn, etc. When he was twenty-eight, he married my 
dear mother namely, Gertrude Elizabeth Wildenhaus, on May 3, 1881 at St. 
John’s Church, Maria Stein. He went with her for four years while she was 
doing the cooking and housework for Mr. and Mrs. August Ruetchling who 
lived near the church. My father never cheated people and did excellent 
work. He was a fine dancer, a lovely tenor singer, and played violin for 
weddings with his brothers. He sang beautiful until 1884 when he had 
Erysipelas and lost his hearing in his right ear. A young doctor made made a 
mistake and should not have lanced his ear drum. My father was a very 
attractive and good man. There was no mark on his name as long as he lived. 
He wanted all his children to have a good education. We had the best 
parents in the world. We always had plenty and good things to eat. Our 
family talked High German. Papa had no use for low German. He despised 
it. He talked the proper German and quite a bit of French. My father had a 
stiff thumb on his right hand and was a poor writer, but concerned very much 
about us. He always had a bag of mixed candy in his Sunday coat pocket 
and when we knew our lessons or had fine homework done we got a piece of 
candy. My father had a hernia on his right side and one on his left side. He 
wore a double truss. He never complained. He had very good health. He 
never cared for wine or beer, but he loved a glass of cold buttermilk at 8:00 
p-m. in summer and then went to bed. Mama always had a nice breakfast 
ready at 6:00 a.m. Then I helped him hitch the horse to the spring wagon and 
closed the long gate after he was gone, so the chickens would not get on the 
road. I also held the lantern for him in the evening when he cut corn-straw. I 
did these things during my school years. My father started to work at 7:00 
a.m. Got lunch at 9:00 am. Dinner at 12 noon. Lunch at 3:00 p-m.(not 
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always) and supper at 6:00 p.m. He got $2.00 a day six days a week, but by 
1916 he got $3.00 a day. My father was a charter member of the Knights of 
St. John and one of the first five pioneers. He always was a very good 
Catholic. He never missed Mass on Sundays except at the end. My father 
never spent an evening in the saloon. Home was a happy place for him. I 
saw my father climb on the summer-kitchen at age 88 to fix the chimney. He 
was sick a few months before he died, but up and around in the house. He 
had a very strong heart and never had a temperature. Dear Papa often 
received Holy Communion while he was sick. My dear father was in bed 
quite a bit the last three months. The last three weeks he wanted to die. Dr. 
John Bernard came two or three times a week. He never complained, because 
he was afraid he was making too much trouble. His lungs and heart were 
good. Dr. John gave him blood through transfusions and expensive medicine. 
He was anointed two weeks before he died. At last Jaundice set in and it 
was pitiful to see how yellow he looked. I will never forget his holy and 
peaceful death. He was never unconscious. The end came unexpected. He 
died with a smile. He was up at 10:00 a.m. when he died at 2:45 p.m. His 
last words were: “Mama, Mama,” and held tight to the crucifix. It was 
Friday May 8, 1942. Mama, William and Regina, Aggie and Frank were there 
when his Precious Soul winged its flight to its Maker. “Most merciful Jesus, 
grant him Eternal Rest.” He looked so very nice in the coffin. About 500 
people viewed his beautiful corpse. He looked like 70 and was ninety years 
old. All the grandchildren and children were there Sunday evening praying 
the rosary loud. Verona Hoying had received her First Holy Communion that 
morning and she looked like an angel kneeling right in front her dear grandpa. 
Many tears were shed because they all loved Grandpa. My father got eleven 
Requiems and fifty Masses from doners. He was buried on Monday, May 11, 
1942 at. 10:00 a.m. with a white layer of the snow on the ground that 
morning. Dear Regina had hopes that he would be in our midst yet for a long 
time. Dear Mama was 85. She was quite resigned because she was always 
good to him. 


Sister Kathryn Bernard C.P.P.S. 
(1896 - 1988) 
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J. HENRY BERNARD 
(1857 - 1909) 


John Henry, second youngest son of Joseph Bernard and Anna Marie Kemper, 
was affectionately called “Henry”. As a young man he left the confines of 
his family in Maria Stein and settled in the northwest section of Mercer 
County. This was an unusual move because it was in the opposite end from 
Marion Township. But it was near Padua (St. Anthony) and it was here that 
he met Elizabeth Mary Stark, his future wife. Like the Bernards, the Stark 
family was among the earliest families of that region and were instrumental in 
the founding of St. Anthony’s parish. 


He established a saloon business in Chattanooga, Ohio and became very 
active in local Democratic politics serving as clerk for Liberty Township and 
and running as a candidate for County Recorder. He was described in a 
newspaper article as “true blue democrat faithful to the men of his choice 
and would go out of his way to favor them.”4 It was also during this time 
that four daughters, Estella, Aurelia, Eulalia, Hilda, and one son, Leo, were 
born. After his unsuccessful bid for County Recorder he lived for a short time 
in Coldwater, Ohio where Clarence was born and then moved to Hamilton, 
Ohio. Another son, Louis, was born there in 1903. But this was followed by 
tragedy as daughter Hilda died there in 1904. Around 1905 Henry and his 
family returned to Maria Stein and on to Burkettsville, Ohio where he 
established hotels in both communities. Another son Raphael was born in 
Burkettsville in 1905. 


Because of increased business opportunities, he again moved to Coldwater, 
Ohio where he established the City Hotel, a structure at the Northeast corner 
of Second and Walnut Streets. The daughter Eulalia also operated a millinery 
shop there where she made wedding dresses, assorted clothes, baptismal 
gowns in addition to hats. In addition to providing room and board to 
guests, the family of six children also lived in the hotel. Henry’s early death 
at the age of 52 left Elizabeth with the sole responsibility of maintaining the 
family. An obituary of his death commented “he was an honest and upright 
citizen, a true friend, generous, a kind husband and considerate father.”5

Mrs. Bernard continued to operate their hotel, the City Hotel. During the Flu 
Epidemic in 1918, she supplemented her income with nursing care. During 
the late 1920’s. Mrs. Bernard moved to Columbus, Ohio to be near her three 
sons but returned to Coldwater some ten years later to live with daughter 
Eulalia Giere. She was noted for her needlework including braiding, 
embroidery, and quilt making until her death in 1947.

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LOUIS BERNARD 
(1859 - 1922) 


Louis Bernard, youngest son of Joseph and Anna Marie Kemper Bernard, was 
born 19 Aug 1859. His eight living brothers and two sisters must have 
welcomed this new birth. His father had arrived in Marion Township 23 
years earlier and his parents had just observed their twentieth wedding 
anniversary at the time of his birth. His early life was centered upon the farm 
life in the region of Maria Stein Ohio including clearing the dense forest for 
additional farmland. The great Civil War had ended by his sixth birthday 
and there were obviously many tales abounding regarding that conflict 
including the story of the escape of William Simison who hid in the nearby 
Cranberry Bog in order to avoid serving in that war. Also told were the 
stories of the great typhus and cholera epidemics which undoubtedly claimed 
his grandmother, several uncles, aunts, and cousins. But then frequent 
deaths and births were common community events in the parish of St. Johns. 
He attended the nearby one room “Bernard School” located on the corner of 
Huwer and Rolfes Roads on land formally owned by his grandfather Leon 
Bernard. Church activities were at least weekly for Mass and religious 
instruction. His First Communion was celebrated in St. Johns Church on 7 
April 1872. 


Upon completion of grammar school Louis remained at home and engaged in 
farming the family acreage until his fathers death in the spring of 1886. Prior 
to this, on 01 October in 1885 Joseph Bernard, his father, had purchased a 
40 acre plot in Section 32 of the nearby Cranberry Prairie from Philip Huwer, 
which upon his mother’s death, became Louis’ land. On 28 September 1886 
Louis married Caroline Karch daughter of George Karch (1827-1896) and 
Walburga Riedl (1826-1907) in St. Francis Church Cranberry Prairie. The 
Karch family had come to Cranberry Prairie from Germany via Marysville 
and St. Marys. We can assume that their wedding, like other weddings in 
the area, included a festive celebration and barn dance. Louis and Caroline 
loved dancing, and even in later years were described as “ the last couple to 
leave the dance floor.” They were given practical wedding gifts including 
bedding, pillows, furniture, and household items necessary to begin a new 
home. One of these items, a serving dish made in Austria has survived. It 
was a gift from Caroline’s sister, Barbara Helmstetter. 
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Shortly after their marriage they moved to this forty acre tract of land in the 
Cranberry Prairie some 2.4 miles south of St. Francis Church on Cranberry 
Road. This peat bog or prairie of 1200 acres was laden with swampy areas 
and was subject to frequent flooding. It required extensive draining before 
crops could be produced. With the assistance of newly arrived German 
immigrant neighbors and the Karch in-laws, who lived nearby, Louis and 
Caroline began the arduous task of taming their new farmland. His mother, 
Anna Marie (Kemper) Bernard, lived with them after she sold the home farm 
in Marion Township in 1888. At the Cranberry Prairie farm they began their 
family. George was born in 1887, Frank in 1888, Mary in 1889, Anthony in 
1891, and Elizabeth in 1892. Tragedy struck in 1894 when there were two 
deaths in the immediate family on the same day. Not only did Louis’ mother 
die on August 29 but also their beloved daughter Elizabeth. Helping to 
assuage these losses, however, was the birth of Clara in November of that 
same year. She was followed by William in 1896, and Charles in 1898. 
Though Charles died in 1900, Dorothy was born that same year followed by 
Edward in 1902, and Leonard in 1907. Shortly after Leonard was one year 
old, he died suddenly fulfilling a prediction of a visiting seer the previous 
year, who prophesied that a tragedy would take place in the Bernard family 
in just Over a year. 


Cooking and food preparation was a major task for Caroline with the help of 
her daughters. During the summer there was canning of vegetables and fruits 
and the huge meals for relatives and neighbors especially when the threshers 
would come. Vinegar and catsup were one of the major food condiments and 
accompanied eggs, potatoes, and other staples. Eggs might be eaten covered 
with catsup. On days such as Good Fridays, the French tradition of serving 
a meal of bean soup, black coffee, and bread without any dairy products 
prevailed. Various kinds of soups including potato and vegetable soups 
were frequent. The vinegar cruet was always on the table and in use during 
the meals. 


Schooling was limited for the Bernard children. Though the one room Quinter 
School was located nearby at the Corner of Watkins and Cranberry Road, it 
contained only grades one through eight. The school day lasted from 9:00 
a.m.. to 3:00 p.m. William remembers teachers Anna Heckman, Carl 
Speckman, Mr. Vonderhaar and Mr. Meiering. 
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Life in the Bernard family centered around farm tasks, schooling, visits to 
and from relatives, and attendance church services. Holidays, festivities and 
weddings provided welcome changes in the routine of life. They interacted 
frequently with the John Karch family who lived nearby, and the cousins not 
only played together but also attended the same school. There was even an 
occasional visit to Cincinnati to visit Uncle Peter’s wife, Elizabeth, and 
cousins, Barbara, John, and William. In 1905 the new St. Francis Church was 
dedicated and parishioners were urged to contribute. Pew rents were issued 
and anyone not able to pay or who became in arrears had their name listed in 
the financial reports which helped to secure the funds for the new building. 
Money was scarce for this growing family but these financial obligations were 
met. 


The Karch and Bernard families lives were very intertwined. Grandmother 
Walburga Karch would move between these two families as her changing 
moods dictated, living with each of them for limited periods of time. The 
two families decided to exchange farms in 1908. Louis sold his farm to John 
Karch, and purchased the Karch farm of 77 acres across the road for $5700. 
More tobacco, sugar beets, corn, oats and wheat could be grown in order to 
provide additional income. However, this land required additional drainage 
and subsequently was more problematic to successful farming. 


Music was always an important aspect of the family and family singing 
provided recreation. Louis, who could play the harmonica, provided 
plaintive melodies, especially at Christmastime. He encouraged the family to 
harmonize much the way his French uncles sang at the farm in Maria Stein. 
Though lacking formal training, the family formed an orchestra and played 
for weddings and barn dances throughout the area. In one year the Bernard 
Family Orchestra played for thirty-seven weddings charging twelve dollars 
per wedding playing both afternoon and evening. Tony directed and also 
played the cornet. George played the violin and drums, Clara the alto horn, 
Frank the bass horn, and William the snare drum. Vocals were also included 
with the music. Of course food and much drink were part of the 
compensation at the weddings. As various members of the family married 
and moved away, the Bernard Orchestra eventually dissolved but many 
memories and tales of music remained. 
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Christmas was an important holiday as well which, as today, centered 
around the church and gift giving. One or two gifts were provided each child, 
usually a toy and some article of clothing. There would also be an orange 
and a stick of peppermint or hard tack candy. William recalls the Christmas 
tree, a hardwood tree wrapped in cotton with live candles, and the visit 
from Pelsnickel (“fur” Nicholas) who carried sticks and a cane. 


Many changes on the home farm took place with the advent of World War I. 
George was drafted and sent to Europe. William was about to be drafted 
but the war ended after which he briefly moved to Dayton. Dorothy did 
housework in Dayton and later moved to California. Financial times were 
very difficult for farmers following the war and complicated with the fact 
that Louis had heart trouble and therefore had difficulty working. Louis and 
Caroline felt compelled to sell the farm in 1918 and move to the Peter Karch 
farm near Burkettsville which they maintained with the assistance of their 
son Edward. Louis’ death four years later in 1922 from heart trouble was 
unexpected and occurred while he was sitting in a chair. Many of the old 
neighbors from Cranberry, family members, and friends of this beloved and 
gentle man came to pay their last respect to him as he was buried in the 
cemetery of St. Francis Church, Cranberry Prairie, near his two children who 
had preceded him. 


Caroline then moved to St. Henry and rented the residence at 472 E. Main 
Street for one year with son William. In 1923, when the Gebele residence at 
142 E. Main became available William purchased it and she continued to 
reside with him and his new wife, Ada. This living situation continued until 
her death while visiting daughter Mary in St. Marys which occurred in 1947 
at the age of 81. She was buried in St. Francis Cemetery beside her husband 
Louis. 
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HENRY JOHN BERNARD 
(1882 - 1965) 


Our father, Henry J. Bernard, was born in a large family in St. Rose Ohio. The 
local priest noted his intelligence at an early age and encouraged him to go to 
St. Joseph's College in Indiana which was operated by the Precious Blood 
Society in order to prepare for his teaching certificate. Dad did this and was 
able to begin work as a teacher. He married Mom in 1910. 


Our childhood was a happy one in St. Henry. When dad took us fishing and 
we were getting tired he would promise us a penny for each fish we caught 
and since a penny was a fortune in those days we were glad to sit still for 
quite some time. In order to keep us safe and healthy, we had stockings on 
our arms to prevent sunburn, straw hats with a string pinned to our dresses 
so we wouldn't try to catch the hat if the wind took it. We were also 
fastened to the pier so as not to fall in. Dad would have to come and take 
the fish off the hook when we did catch one. Then Mom would fry it for 
supper that night. 


Often at bedtime we asked for "told" stories in addition to or instead of 
"read" stories although we enjoyed those also. We remember listening again 
and again to stories about coon hunting, about Santa Claus, about Ticki- 
Ticki-Rumba-Rumba-Ala- Mano-Patch and many more. When mom called 
saying it was time to go to sleep we'd say "Just one more story." Yes, our dad 
was the world's best story teller. 


Another childhood memory was running to meet him when he came home 
after visiting schools. Anything left in the lunch box-and he usually left 
something in on purpose-was the best food in all the world because it had 
been in that lunch box. We usually shared a special apple or cookie or 
whatever treasure was in the lunch box that day. 


The garden was mom and dad's pride and joy and everything was carefully 
tended. Each of us had small "mini" gardens which we would take care of 
and carefully watch things grow. When it was harvest time, dad would often 
give any spare vegetables to others. One time a small girl came with fifteen 
cents asking dad to sell her mom a few vegetables as they didn't have 
anything to eat. She walked away with not only her fifteen cents but with a 
box of vegetables so large that dad had to drive her home. 
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Tramps would often come to the house. In fact I think they had our trees 
marked as so many would come to our back door. Mom always had food for 
them and would make sandwiches which they would eat on our back porch. 
One time in February when we were preparing our valentines for school a 
tramp came to the door. Mom decided it was too cold for him to eat 
outdoors so he came in the kitchen where we were making our valentines and 
taught us to whittle using his pocket knife. Unfortunately he left his knife in 
our kitchen when he left. The next day he made his way back to retrieve his 
knife. 


Dad would tell us about his train that he got when he was about four years 
old- just big enough to peek over the top of the table to watch it run. It was a 
very special privilege to get to wind it. We were always fearful of breaking it 
if we wound it too tight. It was so fascinating to watch it go straight or in a 
circle if we adjusted the wheels. This train still runs more than a century 
later! 


Holidays were special for dad, especially Christmas and Halloween. He 
couldn't get enough of Christmas! The sliding doors would always be locked 
a few days before Christmas and wouldn't be opened until Christmas Eve 
when everything was set up and the tree lighted and the door suddenly 
opened while we were in the kitchen telling Christmas stories or singing 
Christmas carols. We would form a procession to the mysterious locked room 
and to see the Christmas gifts. Later on that evening Santa would usually 
come and require us to say prayers for him--while my older brothers would 
laugh and try to escape upstairs. Halloween was another holiday that Dad 
would spend much time in preparation. We always gave bags of candy each 
wrapped individually by dad or a popcorn "stick" or ball. Preparing all of 
them was quite a challenge for all of us. 


Dad always was inspiring to us. One time he wrote to us "No philosopher, 
no moralist, no educator, no theologian, or jurist, can utter or quote more 
potent words than the very simple ones the mother said with a kiss before 
the little tot started on the way to school for the first time: Be a good boy, or 
be a good girl." Goodness had a special meaning to him and he inspired us 
with its meaning.

(1891 - 1959) 


I remember in growing up that Christmas was a very special day for the 
family. On Christmas Day we were told to go up the stairs and pray the 
rosary and sing Christmas songs. It didn’t take long and soon Santa (Uncle 
Bill Bernard) would come. He always made us kneel down and pray. We 
also sang for Santa. When Santa left it didn’t take long to get the presents 
open. What fun it was! We got anew doll every Christmas. I wonder where 
all those dolls went. For sure they were used! Also on Christmas Eve Dad 
always had open house after the midnight mass. Dad always fried ham, 
bacon, and eggs. There was lots of singing and fun. 


During the Depression days many beggars would come for food to eat and if 
it was only a piece of bread they were fed. During those days we didn’t have 
much to eat either. I remember eating a lot of sour potatoes and a piece of 
bread. Dad was so generous. Sometimes these beggars would eat at the 
table with us. However, if Dad was not at home, Mom would feed them on 
the porch. Those days were tough for everyone but we still had a lot of fun. 


When it was time to wash the dishes Dad would come in the kitchen and say 
“Let’s all sing” and soon the dishes were washed. To this day when we all 
get together we still love to sing. 


Mom was so special--she was so good to us. She and Dad made us behave 
and we loved them for it. I have many more memories of growing up with 
Mom and Dad. Weare so lucky to have had such good parents.

When I think of my parents I remember Mom with much patience and 
endurance. She worked hard and had to with her many children. Once she 
sewed four dresses in one day. She finished them that night sewing on the 
buttons! She spent a lot of time at the old pedal sewing machine and often 
she would ask me to rub her back. 
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She had about 12 loads of laundry to do on her wringer type washing 
machine. And naturally she hung them on the clothes line to dry. She’d take 
the dry clothes down to make room for the last loads. Of course we girls 
helped whenever we were available. And the baskets of ironing we had to do 
was unreal! 


Dad was less patient than Mom as he was a strict disciplinarian. All he had 
to do was raise his voice when we misbehaved and we would be in tears. 
BUT--- he had a heart of gold. He really was an old softie as he would cry 
easily over a television show and other emotional occurrences. Our home 
was always open to friends and strangers. Once he invited a lot of people 
(young and old) over to the house for breakfast after Christmas Midnight 
Mass. They ate the ham Mother was planning to have for our Christmas 
dinner. She wasn’t too happy about that but we had sausage instead. After 
Midnight Mass, we sang until the wee hours of the morning. 


The “tramps” or “hoboes” also knew what house to go to for a free meal. I 
remember one incident when a hobo came and dad put him at the snack bar 
and he got a great meal of chicken with the trimmings----and Dad kept calling 
him “Captain.” 


During World War II, the United States sent German prisoners of war to 
America to work on the farms. The prisoners picked tomatoes on Dad’s 
farm. We girls stayed our distance from them but they seemed very obedient 
to Dad’s commands. They were longing to go home to their country! Dad 
was very kind to them. 


My fondest memories of recreation was going fishing with Dad and the many 
local baseball games including the Red games at old Crosley Field. Leaving 
home at 6:00 a.m., having lunch at a roadside rest, and mother’s famous fried 
chicken. We didn’t get home till late that night.

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CLARA BERNARD SCHWIETERMAN 
(1894 - 1969) 


My mother, Clara Schwieterman, was born on the family farm in Cranberry 
Prairie Ohio, the daughter of Louis and Caroline Karch Bernard. Like the 
other Bernard children she attended the nearby Quinter School. As soon as 
she graduated from the eighth grade, she went to Dayton Ohio where she 
worked as a maid during the winter months. However each spring she would 
return home to help work on the farm. Working outdoors held a particular 
interest for her and she felt comfortable working in the fields. 


There was the family orchestra and she was adept at playing several 
instruments and in vocalizing. I still have some tapes of songs that she wrote 
for the grandchildren in her later years singing them with her guitar. She loved 
music. When she heard the song "Four Walls" by Jim Reeves on the radio, she 
promptly went to the store, bought a portable record player and the 
recording. 


After marrying my father, Albert Schwieterman, they moved to a farm near 
Montezuma, Ohio and lived there until Good Friday of 1919, when a fire 
destroyed their home and most of its contents. Thereafter, they moved to the 
Burge farm in Montezuma, a farm of about 175 acres. In 1928, they 
purchased a farm of 69 acres ($100 per acre) in St. Marys from Lemon Neely 
and moved there in March 1929, at the start of the depression. They, along 
with the children, worked hard on the farm. Clara always made her own 
soap and baked bread during the Depression and sold farm produce on a 
door-to-door route in St. Marys. Her fresh fried chicken was legendary. She 
especially enjoyed working on the farm and after Albert's death on June 01 
1954 she continued to live on the farm and rented out the fields. But people 
began to want her to sell lots for homes from the farm which she did and 
gradually the fields began to disappear. 


As I said earlier, Mother played the guitar, wrote songs for family members, 
and loved fishing. She closely followed the Cincinnati Reds after Albert's 
death.

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RAYMOND J. BERNARD 
(1901 - 1993) 


I, Raymond J. Bernard was born on July 2, 1901, on the Frank Bernard 
Homestead in Marion Township, Mercer county, Ohio. My first year in 
school was at the Harding School. We walked about two miles to go to 
school, clear through our farm, through part of the woods and quite a 
distance down the road. It was a country school, one big room, one teacher 
for all eight grades. We went to St. Rose Church about three miles northeast 
of our farm. We went in a surrey powered by our horse, Dolly. That was a 
real exciting experience. After service we went to the general store--so many 
things to look at. Sometimes the folks would buy things, maybe a little hard 
candy. One year at Christmas time they had some tricycles there that me 
and Lawrence tried out, and sure enough, Santa Claus brought them to us for 
Christmas. On St. Nicholas Day, December 6, we would hang up our socks 
and in the morning there would be candy and some more things. This was 
sort of a prelude to Christmas and was an incentive to be good till 
Christmas. On Christmas Eve we set out our big plates and something for 
Santa Claus to lunch on. Early Christmas morning they would be filled with 
something including a couple of bananas, an orange, and some candy. Our 
Christmas tree was a small tree cut out of the woods. We would wrap the 
small twigs and branches with cotton and hang the ornaments on it, including 
candles, fastened in a clip holder. We would light the candles with a match 
and watch that the tree did not burn up. 


There were lots of things to do on the farm in the winter--romp around in the 
snow and play in the barn. If we had to stay in the house, we made toys out 
of corn stalks, made things with paper and flour paste and anything we 
could think of. In the summer we would wander all over the farm with our 
dog, Old Daise, who would chase up some rabbits , but never got very many. 
It was a great sport picking berries and they were real good to eat, canned for 
the winter. 


In 1907 it was Mom and Dad’s silver wedding anniversary, and a lot of 
people were there. Uncle Louie Bernard’s country music band was there and 
we had a big time barn dance. 


Sometimes when there was lots of snow, a whole gang would go for a sleigh 
a3) 


ride, like a hay ride, in a great big sleigh called a mud boat. Lots of fun. At 
New Years Eve a group of young fellows called New Year shooters started 
shooting when they would come in and dance for a while and go on to 
another home. We had sisters about the right age and they stopped at our 
place. 


In the summertime, threshing grain was a big event. The threshing machine 
operators would go from one farm to another. Six or eight farmers would 
come to help and their wives would come to cook a big feast with lots of cake 
and pie. When you could hear the steam engine whistle down the road, then 
everybody would hurry and get things ready. It was very fascinating to 
watch the threshing machinery operate. Sometimes us boys would carry the 
water bucket and usually we had a jug of whiskey and the men would take a 
swig out of it. 


In the winter the big event was butchering. Some of the neighbors would come 
to help. The women would come along to cook and also help make the 
sausages and things. The first thing to do was to build a hot fire and heat a 
big kettle of boiling water to scald the hair so it would scrape off, then hang 
the hog on a scaffold and cut the insides out. I would take almost a whole 
day to butcher four or five hogs. The last things to do was to render the lard 
in a big iron kettle with a good fire under it. By that time it would be dark 
and the men would sit around the fire and tell stories. We kids would sit 
around and listen for a while, then we got sleepy and left. What they said 
after that I don’t know. 


During the year we would put all of our shrubs and branches on a big pile in 
the corner of the orchard. Then on Easter evening Dad would light fire to it 
and we would have a big Easter fire. Sometimes on Easter Sunday we would 
find some Easter eggs around it. We also had an Easter basket with eggs but 
not many candy eggs. 


The first time I saw an automobile was during the last few years on the farm. 
When we were riding in our carriage and Dad would see a car coming, which 
wasn’t very often, Dad would get out and hold the horse because she really 
was scared of cars. 


In 1909 we moved from the farm to St. Henry, Ohio. There at St. Henry was 
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a new world for us. we moved late in the summer and by the time we got 
settled it was time to go to school. The St. Henry School was a bigger and 
better school--it had four rooms for grade school, two grades in each room, 
and two rooms for high school. School time was from 8:30 a.m., until 4:00 
p.m., with one hour for dinner. My brother, Henry Bernard, was the school 
superintendent at St. Henry School. 


We had about an acre of land, a big orchard and lots of garden, a big house, 
and barn. We brought our cow and lots of chickens from the farm and our 
dog, Old Daise. It didn’t take us long to learn a lot about the town. 


The big event that happened was the appearance of Halley’s Comet. We had 
a wonderful view right from our front yard. It surely was a remarkable sight. 
It happened early in the summer of 1910, and we saw it early in the evening. 
The sinking of the Titanic in April 1912 was another very exciting event. 


The Dayton Ohio flood was a very disturbing experience for us. Some of our 
family and lots of relatives lived in Dayton and it seemed a long time before 
we found out that they were all right. The people of St. Henry sent a freight 
car load of food and baked goods to the people of Dayton. About 1913, 
Mom took us to Dayton on the train and it was a real exciting trip. We saw 
the movies for the first time, rode in the street car, and did lots of exciting 
things. 


We had our first bicycle and that was lots of fun. Somebody gave us a 
bicycle frame and finally we got enough parts so we had a bicycle. Our big 
brother Henry gave us the bicycle he had when he was young and then we 
each had a bike and we really went places. 


One summer a very unusual thing happened with the oat plants in a field in 
back of us. We were walking through the oat field and we would grab some 
oat leaves and chew it to relieve our thirst. When we looked at the leaves, 
they had letters B and B B printed on some of the leaves. We took them 
home and showed the folks. Then every time we got company we had to get 
some oat leaves. This was before World War I. Some people thought it 
meant bloodshed before long. It was real exciting. We did lots of fishing at 
the time in yard ponds--lots of fish, small and smaller, sometimes one six 
inches long. We made a boat but we never did get it to float. We played 
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baseball, volleyball, and basketball. St. Henry had a baseball team, that gave 
us somebody to root for. 


One summer Marg and Agnes and a cousin, Elizabeth Ankenbouer, stayed at 
our house and worked at the canning factory. That was a real exciting 
summer for us. 


One evening Lawrence and I went walnut hunting. We each took a big wheat 
sack and started for the woods. It was several miles and finally we got toa 
woods where the ground was covered with walnuts. We put some in our 
sacks and started for home. We had about two miles to go. They got too 
heavy, so we took one sack and started down the road. After going about a 
half mile, we were pooped. We sat down and tried to figure out what to do. 
The sun was about to set so we decided that one of us would go home and 
get help and one would stay here with the walnuts. So I started for home. 
That was a big woods on each side of the road just ahead. Before I got past 
the woods it started to get dark. By the time I got home the moon was 
coming up. When I walked in the yard, Dad was sitting in a chair in the front 
yard. I told Dad what happened. By the that time I was about ready to 
start crying. Dad said, just let the walnuts there and get them tomorrow. 
Then I said I can’t do that because Lawrence is still sitting on the sack. Dad 
looked a little surprised and said we’ll have to do something about this. He 
said, get your wagon and I'll tell the girls and you can all go after Lawrence 
and the walnuts. So together we started. By that time the moon was shining 
bright and it sure was a beautiful evening. By the time we got to the woods, 
here come Lawrence running down the road. Was he ever glad to see us. So, 
we started through the woods with the bright moon shining through the trees. 
When we got there we loaded the walnuts and started home, a happy bunch 
having a good time. So the walnut trip for all the trouble turned out all right. 
We didn’t get many walnuts for all the trouble, but it sure ended witha good 
time. 


My brother Henry Bernard was Mercer County District School Super- 
intendent. In the summer had had to make numerous trips to attend school 
business at the county seat at Celina, Ohio. Sometimes he would take 
Lawrence and me with him and drop us off at the reservoir and we would 
fish till he picked us up on the way home. That sure was lots of fun catching 
a good mess of fish. 
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My father died July 15, 1915, after a sustained illness. He died real peaceful 
while we were at his bedside. A neighbor lady, Grandma Mader, led the 
rosary and just kept on praying all kinds of peaceful prayers until he died 
shortly after noon. 


Later that summer Lawrence got a job working on a farm for some of our old 
neighbors near our farm. In the summer of 1916, I went to Celina to work for 
Mike Boehmer, my sister Dean’s husband. He was a building contractor. 
Later that summer Lawrence quit his job on the farm and came to Celina to 
work for Mike. It sure was nice for Lawrence and me to be together. Celina 
was a fairly big town and we had some exciting experiences there. We 
worked there into the winter. 


World War I was going by then and the United States were well into it. Marg 
and Agnes were working in Dayton and said it was easy to get a job there 
and asked us to come to Dayton. That sounded exciting to us so Mom let us 
go and we soon were working in Dayton. Our first job was at the American 
and Wafer Company making ice cream cones. We worked twelve hours a 
day, five and one-half days a week and made twelve dollars and fifty cents 
per week. After about five or six weeks, Marg was working at the Green and 
Green Biscuit Company and got us a job there. That was a much better job 
and we worked nine hours a day and five hours on Saturday. In the late fall 
Mom sold the place in St. Henry and moved to Dayton. I worked there for 
29 years until we moved to Michigan. Lawrence worked there the rest of his 
life. 


We lived in Edgemont, that part of town was developing fast. They built a 
new Catholic church, St. James, which was exciting for us. Mom bought a lot 
close to church and we had a house built on Miami Chapel Road right on the 
street car line. 


In the years that followed, besides being involved in church work (being a 
new congregation required a lot of involvement) we had lots of social 
activities--card parties, bingo, and the St. James Player Club that put on 
some really good plays. We had ball teams, bowling leagues, a tennis court, 
and big garden parties every summer. There were lots of activities to get 
involved in. 
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In 1922 I got my first car, a Model T Ford touring car, two seater with a top 
that you could take down. The car, with some extras, cost $345.00. To have 
a car even with all the problems, was real exciting. It sure was better than 
trolley cars and walking. With a car I got around quite a lot. In 1928,I gota 
new Essex car. It sure was nice, a two- tone blue. 


I went to Botts Dancing School to their ballroom dances. It was a real nice 
place. There I met a girl I liked and I asked to take her home. Her name was 
Mildred Smith and now her name is Mildred Bernard. We had a lot of good 
times together and on July 2, 1930 we got married at St. James Church in 
Dayton Ohio. Her sister, Clara Smith, was bridesmaid and my brother, 
Lawrence, was best man. We moved into our honeymoon house on Danner 
Avenue and began our new life together. 


Raymond J. Bernard 
(1901-1993) 
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THE FRANK J. BERNARD HOMESTEAD 


The Frank Bernard Homestead at the corner of Huwer and Goettemoeller 
Roads, Marion Township, Mercer County Ohio consisted of 94 acres, mostly 
flat farmland. Going into the driveway to the north was the machine shed 
where Dad kept his farm implements: the wheat mower, hay mower, corn 
planter, wheat planter, and hay rake. Just west was the roof filled with 
sawdust for insulation. It stayed pretty cool in the summer and was frost 
proof in the winter. We kept fruit and vegetables in it and they kept real 
good. 


A little farther west was Mom’s flower garden, she had the most beautiful 
many colored flowers all summer till into the fall. In the flower garden was a 
stone and brick hearth. She would build a fire in the fire brick oven and when 
the fire was out she would rake out the ashes and put in the pans and pans 
of bake goods and let it bake. The stones and brick would absorb enough 
heat to bake anything just perfect, and the baked goods sure were good. To 
the north was the garden, grape arbor, and fruit orchard. We always had 
lots of good fruit. 


The house originally was a log house with rooms added as needed. As I 
remember it , there was a big living room, a big kitchen, two bedrooms down 
stairs, a room upstairs, and a nice big porch facing the south with a small 
room at the end of the porch. We had a nice big yard with three big shade 
trees where Lawrence and I spent much of our summer hours. There was a 
hammock hooked from one tree to the other which was a nice place to relax. 
Just south of the house was a summer kitchen that we used for cooking in the 
not summer time to keep the house a little cooler. By the summer kitchen was 
a deep water well that had a chain lift to pump up the water. It had little 
cups about six inches apart and when they went through the water they 
would fill up and bring the water up to the spout. There was a dinner bell 
used to signal time to eat and also for emergency. To the back was a smoke 
house that was used to smoke meat, and back of that was the privy. 


Coming up the driveway to the south of the house was the chicken coop 
where the chickens roosted and laid the eggs but they made nests all over the 
place and Lawrence and I had to gather them most of the time. Next to the 
chicken coop was a big barn. To the west was the milk house where we kept 
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the milk and cream. Back of this was a wind pump and Dad had it fixed so 
the water pumped into a large tank in the milk house and that would keep 
the milk and cream cool. From there the water would run into a tank where 
the cows and horses could drink. Then west was the hog shed and granary. 
Back of this building was the lane that went to the fields and woods. Almost 
every farm had a woods and most of the woods had a water pond. To go to 
school we had to take this lane through the woods and about a mile down 
the road to the school, a pretty long stretch in the winter. 


Farming was a real striving life, always hoping to be rewarded for intense 
effort. Our folks must have had great courage and lots of love and desire to 
strive for and achieve a successful and happy life on their farm. To raise 
their large family, as successful as they did, was a virtuous achievement. 
They surely loved all their children immensely.

Grandma was born in 1902 in Maria Stein, Ohio. She was the youngest of 
nine children. Her father was a brick mason who helped build many of the 
churches in this area. Her mother was an excellent seamstress and 
homemaker. 


As a young girl, Grandma was very intelligent and won many area spelling 
contests. Her knowledge of geography and history helped us all. She kept 
everyone healthy with the knowledge she got from her hygiene book, but we 
figured she got it from her brother, Dr. John, who gave her great medical 
advice. 


In 1921, she married Grandpa and they moved to a farm in St. Patrick, Ohio, 
near Minster. If all her children, their spouses, grandchildren, and great 
grandchildren got together, it comes to approximately 103. Grandpa and 
Grandma, you certainly are leaders of a clan. 


Grandma was very interested in education and made sure her children all 
obtained a job skill or college education. Her greatest disappointment, which 
she often told us as she choked back tears, was that she was not allowed to 
obtain a higher education. She often said she would have walked from Maria 
Stein to Minster High School in order to go to school. Her parents thought 
that only the boys in the family should go to school. Nevertheless, Grandma 
was a very happy and excellent homemaker. She was always content with 
her life on the farm raising her ten children. 


A few years ago, I had to write an essay about one of the most influential 
people in my life. That important person was Grandma. She was one of the 
most positive people I know and made an impact on so many people’s lives. 


Grandma always looked on the brighter side of things. She encouraged her 
children and us grandchildren to do the best we possibly could, to try harder 
and definitely not be a quitter. Grandma had many quotes. I will mention 
only five: 
“ITLove You” .. “It’snotsobad” .. “Keep your chin up” 
“Try tobe happy” .... “Make the best of it.” 
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In the last eleven months in the nursing home when we told her we loved her, 
she always repeated even until the day before she died, “I love you too.” She 
loved to give a kiss and hug and receive one in return. Grandma should be 
remembered mostly for her tremendous faith in the power of prayer, 
especially the rosary. 


When there was a serious illness, bad accident, or a problem in the family, 
Grandma’s heart ached for all, and she took action with the rosary novena 
which took her 27 days in petition and 27 days in thanksgiving. 


Even when Grandma worked very late at night, she still sat down and said 
one or two rosary novenas for different intentions. She said them for her 
children or their spouses, for those of us looking for good jobs, for college 
choices, for illnesses, for healthy babies, and, oh yes, Grandma was a praying 
matchmaker. She prayed for many of the grandchildren to find a nice partner 
in marriage. To Grandma, the in-laws were just as dear to her as her own 
children. In the last years Grandma had so many requests that she was 
praying eight rosaries a day, but she did say “that was a bit much” along 
with the work she needed to do. She said the rosary with one of her 
daughters even until the last week. Grandma, what a devotion to our Blessed 
Mother you had! 


Grandma made many a visit to the Relic Chapel in Maria Stein in times of 
special needs. Grandma had great faith and felt great changes occur as a 
result of praying in the Relic chapel. Also, she made sure she made all the 
First Fridays and First Saturday Masses. 


Grandma was very ambitious and had so much spunk and endless energy. 
Her philosophy in life was to get the work finished first and then play. She 
always wanted things exactly in their place. Grandma took a great pride in 
whatever she did and did it the best that she possibly could. She was so 
organized with her work, in the planning of all the weddings, in the first Mass 
celebration, and in all the other special occasions. She planned months in 
advance and never waited until the last minute. 


In later years, afghans were her speciality. She made them for all her 
children, all her grandchildren for their graduations and for all those babies 
and also for friends. We think she made over 100 afghans. What a 
wonderful skill! 
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Another great pleasure for Grandma was her flowers, especially her roses. 
She grew gladiolus for church arrangements and had a large assortment of 
flowers at the farm and the beautiful roses in Minster. She would always 
show us Grandpa’s favorite yellow rose bush and encouraged us to take 
some home. She took care of all her flowers and the house until she was 88 
years old. When I see a rose I always think of you. 


Grandma certainly loved music. As a young girl, she walked two to three 
miles to take piano lessons. She encouraged all her daughters to take piano 
lessons. In fact, to entice them she told them that they would not have to 
help with the evening dinner dishes if they would practice the piano. I think 
Grandma did lots of dishes! At least I can bet my mom took her up on that 
one. She loved to have the family sing together. Christmas celebrations were 
not complete until Grandma got out the mimeographed sheets of Christmas 
Carols. We sang most of them even though we laughed and made up 
different words and added drum beats. I will remember those ‘pa rum pa 
rum pas.’ Even in the nursing home, she sang two favorite songs with some 
of her children. Last Tuesday, even though she did not talk other than saying 
“I love you,” she still sang, “You are My Sunshine’ and ‘Let Me Call You 
Sweetheart.’ 


In the last eleven months when Grandma was at the nursing home, it was a 
heartache for her children when Grandma would say, “Take me home.” 
Grandma, you now are home! Home with Our Lord and with Grandpa! 


I would like to end this tribute to you Grandma by using words from two of 
your favorite songs. You, Grandma, are our sunshine, let us call you 
sweetheart, and we love you too!!

I was born near Maria Stein Ohio on a one-hundred thirty-five acre farm. We 
had a nice family consisting of my mother and father, two brothers, three 
sisters and me which made six children. My mother passed away when I 
was six years old and my father never remarried. I remember that Dad took 
her to Dr. Wilke in Maria Stein for treatment and he advised him to take her 
to the new young doctor in Minster who then treated her but she did not live 
long. When she was dying, Dad brought all of us to their downstairs bedroom 
where she was so that we could be with her standing around the bed when 
she died. I can still remember the horse drawn hearse which was hitched in 
our yard. Mother was only forty-two and died from diabetes. 


Since my older sister, Rosina, was eighteen, she had to keep house and 
organize the rest of us. I also had a little sister only three years old at the 
time of Mother's death. All of us had to work hard together in order to make 
a go of it. We would get up about six or six-thirty in the morning. Then we 
girls had to help with breakfast. After breakfast we had a few chores to do 
like feeding the chickens and washing the dishes, and packing our lunches 
before we went to school. Our school, the one room Puthoff School, was 
about a mile from where we lived. We had to walk there each morning getting 
there about eight-thirty. Sometimes in winter when there was four or five feet 
of snow on the ground Dad hitched a team or horses to a big sled and took 
us to school and maybe back in the afternoon when other kids would join us 
on the way home. School would begin at nine and one teacher, Mr. Reichert, 
would teach all eight grades. There were about forty or forty-two children. It 
would last until three-thirty. When we got home we had to change clothes, 
eat a bite, then it was time for evening chores such as feeding and milking the 
cows, feeding the chickens, gathering the eggs and filling the wood box with 
wood. We had a big old fashioned wood burning stove to cook and bake on 
and that took a lot of wood! 


When I was thirteen and in the eighth grade, my father, who was on the 
Board of Education, insisted that I was needed to keep house for him and the 
family. Therefore I was taken out of school and immediately thrust into the 
routine of maintaining the family's home. 


Grandma Magdalena Rolfes and Aunt Katie helped us a great deal after 
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Mom died. Dad would bring them big piles of clothes to be patched and 
mended. Grandma liked to sing a great deal especially old German songs. 
Always on the Saturday before Easter Dad would take us to their house for 
lunch and she always had baked huge sugar cookies which was quite a treat 
for us. She would laugh so hard as we were eating, and since she was a very 
large woman, her total body would shake as she laughed. 


We loved our parents very much. They were strict but not mean. They 
would only have to tell us once what we had to do and we had better do it. 
We would never think of talking back to them or being smart-aleck to them. 
They had a certain "look" they would give us and we knew what to do. At 
that time parties were important in the neighborhood. If we went out two 
nights, we would ask dad to try to go out the third night. Dad would say 
"Alright, but when you come home the doors will be locked!" That didn't 
happen very often. 


Dad also played the accordion. After supper he often would tell us stories 
and played the accordion afterwards. I don't remember how many 
accordions that he had worn out--playing so much music. 


We had lots of relatives in the neighborhood and lots of uncles and aunts. I 
can still remember when Uncle Frank Rolfes and his family moved into the 
old brick Bernard School which he fixed up and renovated. We were mighty 
happy to have them near us. 


There were lots of good times back then and we had a good life and a good 
family.

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AGNES BERNARD VOSKUHL 


Agnes Bernard, oldest child of Frank and Mary (Bertke) Bernard, worked in a 
bank in Osgood after graduating from the eighth grade. After moving to 
Celina, she was able to work in a bank in Celina. It was there that she met 
and married Albert Voskuhl of Marshall, Oklahoma on 10 June 1924. They 
decided to move to Oklahoma in 1925. She said that as they were going to 
the new farm in Oklahoma Albert told her every 'shack' they saw was where 
they would live-so when they finally got to the house she was pleased. The 
house was a copy of his grandparent's house in Coldwater, Ohio! I am quite 
sure it was quite different as it was in the country with no electricity, 
plumbing, phone, radio, or gas. The only running water was what you run to 
the pump to get in a pail. This pail was used for drinking and had a 
community dipper in it. Oklahoma is very flat with red dirt, little foliage, 
and isolated. The farm is five a one-half miles from the nearest small town. 
My grandparents (Albert's parents) John and Cora (Hofferd) Voskuhl lived 
on a farm close to us. They were originally from Coldwater Ohio. They went 
to Oklahoma when it was Indian Territory in 1907. My father Albert told 
many stories about working in the Tulsa oilfields in the late teens and early 
1920s. He also told of some outlaws spending the night in the barn. It seems 
Cora fixed them breakfast and they were on their way. They even paid her 
for the meal. 


Farm life for me meant getting up at 5:00 a.m. and helping with chores. 
Summers, we were all farmhands. I could 'shuck' wheat as well as my 
brothers. They never learned to set the table or wash dishes, however. 


We made our own soap, canned bushels of fruits and vegetables, also meat. 
We even ground our wheat for flour and cereal. Bedtime was at 8:00 p-m. 
when Mom would blow out the coal oil lamp. You had better be ready for 
bed as it was pitch black when that light went out. Summer we would sleep 
on the porch. I go back now and marvel at how many stars there are in the 
sky. Here in the Houston area we can see maybe a dozen ona clear night. 


We had Mass once a month when the visiting priest could make it over the 
dirt roads. I look back now on all of this happy stress-free time and wish my 
grandchildren could have some of it! My parents moved from the farm in 
1965. My mother still lives in Hennessey, Oklahoma. 
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Now to my brothers and myself: 


Leo Jerome: He grew up on our farm in Oklahoma and was drafted in the 
army in May of 1943 and was stationed at Camp Swift near Austin, Texas. 
There he married a local woman at the age of nineteen and later moved to 
Stillwater, OK where he enrolled in Oklahoma A. and M. in the first 
Veterinarian class of that college. After graduating in 1951 he opened a 
Veterinary Hospital and Clinic in Kingfisher where he still practices. 
Frequently animals (cats, dogs, and even a monkey) that were brought to him 
ended up in his yard as he only injected the ones that could not get well. He 
served as president of his state association, lectures at Oklahoma State and 
was honored with a scholarship in his name. In addition to being a 
farmer/rancher he has been on the Board of Education for many years. He is 
very active in local civic activities and was honored in 1991 for his forty 
years of service to Kingfisher. 


Cyril Francis: The youngest in our family, Cyril worked on the farm, and the 
nearby oil fields. He was also drafted in the army during the 1950's and was 
stationed in Washington. He married in 1954. Upon his return to civilian life 
he enrolled in the University of Oklahoma and received his degree in business 
in 1960. He initially worked for the state government but in 1965 moved to 
Hennessey where he continues to work as a farmer and rancher. His wife 
Dodie manages an insurance business. 


Majorie Lucille Voskuhl Dacus: I was the second child and first born in 
Oklahoma and graduated from St. Anthony's School of Nursing in Oklahoma 
City in 1948. Two incidents I remember well. I was coming off hospital duty 
and just as I walked out the hospital duty all the windows in the nurses 
home opened and everyone was yelling. It was V-J Day! I immediately went 
downtown and in all the crowd I ran into a Marshall classmate who was in 
the Navy. The second time I was the student nurse assigned to the 
Emergency Room. It was the night in April 1947 that a tornado had taken 
out the town of Woodward killing 108 persons and injuring some 400 plus. 
We were the charity hospital and received the most serious cases. I went to 
Enid Air Force Base as it was being reopened and served as dispensary, 
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open where enlisted airmen served as ward boys and I was responsible for 
the records and all medications. It was here I met my future husband, Dayle, 
a 2nd Lt. flight instructor pilot, who was a patient there. After his release 
from the hospital, we got married. Dayle Dacus was a B-25 instructor who 
had graduated from pilot training at Enid in 1949. He flew 55 combat 
missions over Korea receiving the Distinguished Flying Cross. Returning from 
Korea, he was assigned to South Carolina and later to Texas. 


We traveled a lot in the Air Force. The first ten years he continued as an 
Instructor Pilot and we lived in Enid, OK, Sumter, SC, twice in Selma and 
Montgomery, AL, Winter Haven, and West Palm Beach. There was also 
Waco, Lubbock, and San Antonio TX. The next ten years he was with Air 
Sea Rescue. Four of those were in Prestwick, Scotland, San Francisco CA 
Sondestrom, Greenland, Del City, OK, and Orlando FL. A special memory 
for me was the time I went to Rome and at the Vatican I was so close to Pope 
John XXIII that I could have touched him. The first three or four rows were 
American as it seems some people try to grab him. The Italians were in the 
last rows and they yelled at him. 


We retired from the military in Del City OK in 1967. Dayle became a chief 
pilot for Sequoyah Carpet Company until 1973 and flew the last plane to 
Iceland. In 1973 we moved to Houston TX where Dayle became a pilot for 
Transco, Thunderbird Airways, and the John Mecom Co. He is currently with 
Houston Industries, Inc. I did my last nursing at a local hospital in 1981. 


Dayle is 65 and is planning to retire in July 1994 and play golf, golf, and more 
golf. I spend a good deal of time taking care of my grandchildren which gives 


me great joy.

I, Alvera Mary Bernard Clark, daughter of Frank Bernard and Mary Bertke 
Bernard, was born in Coldwater, Ohio, Mercer County, on February 6, 1905. 
I recall very little about my very early childhood other than remembering that 
we had wonderful visits with my uncle Jacob Bernard and Cecelia Bertke 
Bernard. They were related to us on both sides as he was my father's brother 
and she a sister to my mother. Dad was a partner with him as a blacksmith. 
In 1910 when I was five years old, we moved to Osgood, Ohio in Darke 
County. There were always jobs to do there: knocking the bugs off the 
potatoes, hoeing in the garden, and carrying coal for burning. We made 
numerous treks each day to get our drinking water from a town well, hand 
pumped, about a half block from our home. 


Our home was equipped with gas lights, later electric ones. The "frig" was a 
huge tile implanted in the ground. Butter, etc. was kept in a bucket in the 
cistern to keep it intact. We had a gas hot plate, a big kitchen range with a 
hot water tank or reservoir and a large coal burning stove in the living room. 


Our little town had one bank where my sister Agnes worked after eighth 
grade graduation, two churches: one Catholic and one Protestant, one saloon, 
one hardware store, and a meat market where Mr. Leeper would often send 
home packages of liver. The Charles Meyer General Store also was the place 
we picked up our mail - Box # 13. It burned in a disastrous fire and was a 
complete loss. Later the post office moved to a different small building. 
Then there was the Ice House, a half block from our house. We were always 
amazed how the big blocks of ice would keep, with saw-dust between, during 
the hot summer months. The doctor's office was a mile south in Yorkshire. 


A special memory that I have is when I was nine years old I was asked and 
honored to welcome home the newlyweds, Uncle Leo Bernard Bertke and 
Aunt Anna Josephine (Lindhaus) after their marriage on June 10, 1914. It 
was held Cassella, Ohio at my Grandpa Bertke's home place and I had to 
make a welcoming speech with the ribbon cutting ceremony in doorway at the 
old home place. 


I received my First Holy communion on May 11, 1913 in St. Nicholas Church 
Osgood. I remember preparing so much for it and it really was a special day. 
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The following year, 1915, after the birth of their first son Leander, I was 
called upon to help with the new baby and household chores including the 
garden. I also helped out at other relatives' homes including the Albert 
Magatoe family in Versailles and at the Lizzie Bertke Poeppelman home near 
Chickasaw. In the last place I didn't know any other children in the area and 
became homesick because I missed my baby brother Leo. So I took my 25 
pound flour sack, packed it with my mere belongings and went to the C.H. 
and D. tracks to catch a train home. I felt comfortable because that same 
train always passed our home on Railroad Street in Osgood. They were 
surprised when I returned home. We never got money for working at these 
places because money was so scarce and because we were related to them 
and they needed the help. One time I remember getting some blue old 
fashioned material for working. 


Yes, we the oldest of the Bernard clan found there was much work involved 
with the blacksmith shop. I particularly remember that we had to chase flies 
from the horses while Dad did the shoe-repair and replacement jobs. We 
had to fetch and replace tools and nuts and bolts for him and they always 
had to be in the right spot. Especially this was true after he replaced or put 
on new rims on both large and small wagon wheels. Naturally and of course 
Pop got mighty thirsty on such a tiresome and hot job. So we would take in 
hand a small blue/white pail six or seven inches in width with a wire handle 
and without a cover. We would take this little pail to the local saloon about a 
half block from the shop and ask for a dimes worth of draft beer. When we 
returned Pop would say "Do you want some?" The answer would be "No, 
the bitter stuff." We wouldn't say that when we are thirsty today! Right? 


We always had exciting times at home especially at Christmas, Halloween, 
and New Year. Due to our small house (there was a kitchen, dining room, 
folk's bedroom, living room, and two bedrooms upstairs), with our parents 
and seven children, there wasn't space nor money necessary for birthday 
parties or Christmas trees. But old Santa came never-the-less leaving 
perhaps an orange, candy, and material for dresses, etc. We were always 
content and satisfied. One special year both Agnes and I each got a big doll, 
one in pink, the other in blue. We didn't especially like the colors but oh! no, 
we never made the switch because we knew the gifts were especially chosen 
by Santa. Easter too was a special holiday. Each spring we would have to 
clean the coal shed for our Easter nests that were filled with fresh green grass. 
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And yes, one year we were pleasantly surprised when a huge nest of dark 
brown Easter eggs were hidden and found in the Blacksmith Shop! 


My eighth grade graduation from the Osgood Public School was on a 
Monday, June 10, 1919, and quite an event. There were fourteen students and 
I was salutatorian. I remember reciting a speech that my Uncle Henry 
Bernard had written for me and getting our grade photograph. I wore a small 
gold cross of my mothers’ that she had worn for her First Communion. 


We moved to Celina Ohio in 1920. That was quite a move from Osgood for 
us because we didn't know many people there but we had a nice big house on 
North Main Street. We all missed our old friends back home but soon made 
new ones. Dad continued blacksmithing with Fred Suhr. 


Since I was fifteen years old, I was able to get several jobs. One of them was 
at the Cigar Factory and another was being dishwasher at the Manhattan 
Restaurant. I, like so many others, worked in the local tomato canning 
factory doing long hours in a hot sweaty atmosphere. 


Then in 1921, a group of my friends including Mary and Margaret Mersman 
coaxed and persuaded me to enter Immaculate Conception High School for 
the 1921-22 school year with a business course in typing, bookkeeping, etc. 
The tuition was $9.00 a year! I graduated after one year receiving a high 
school diploma through the courtesy of Sisters Redempta and Hilaria. 


My first job offer after graduation was with the Turriche Brothers, Ed and 
Fred, at the Celina Sweet Shop. We did all sorts of things including dipping 
ice cream and jerking soda, etc. Here Mr. Theodore Brandts came in and 
offered me a job as secretary at the Celina Specialty Company. I worked six 
days a week from 8:00 a.m. till 5:00 p.m. doing all sorts of jobs including 
answering the telephone (something we never had at home), being a 
receptionist, taking care of all the bookkeeping, recording sales and 
commissions. In a two week period, I believe that I typed some 500 letters! I 
really enjoyed my work there. Unfortunately, there was a fire which 
destroyed everything so I took a break and visited my sister Agnes (the 
Voskuhls) in Oklahoma. It was such a long train trip from Celina to Enid 
OK where they met me and on to their farm in Oklahoma. 
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Several months later I returned to Celina and again went to work for Mr. 
Brandts at the Celina-Maid Furniture Company. They made bedroom and 
dining room furniture but later went into bankruptcy and receivership. But 
another opportunity developed when Mr. Frank Sommers asked me to come 
to the Brandt Furniture Company to serve as secretary where I stayed until 
my marriage in 1934. 


On October 6, 1925 our family again moved to Kenton, Ohio. But the twins, 
Jerome and Henrietta, and I stayed in Celina to protect our jobs. In 1928 
while still in Celina I was introduced in a local restaurant to my future 
husband, Dr. Joseph William Clark. Rhetta McCoy, sister of Mrs. Joseph 
Oppenheim of Coldwater, was secretary to the popular local Democratic 
attorney, Frank L. Kloeb, who was a friend of my father, did the honors of 
introducing us. After six years of dating we were married in Immaculate 
Conception Church in Celina on Thursday May 17, 1934. First we moved to 
Dr. Joe's home town of Paulding, Ohio until 1936 when we moved to Delphos 
to take over his older brother, Dr. D. J. Clark's practice, due to illness. 


Here again many more jobs opened up for me working at the Voting Booths 
during the election time in both Van Wert and Allen Counties. I was Registrar 
of Vital Statistics for the city for some twelve to fifteen years when the 
Health Department was moved to Lima, Ohio. Dr. Joe was also City Health 
Commissioner for a number of years beginning in 1939 prior to the move to 
Lima. I was active in St. John's parish serving as financial Secretary Treasurer 
of the local Altar-Rosary society for several years and held the same position 
with the Catholic Daughters of America. For twenty-five years I was 
Secretary-Treasurer of the St.John's Fall Festival. 


Both my husband and I were active in the Ohio Osteopathic Association. Dr. 
Joe served on the Board of Tustees representing District #2 Lima Academy, 
was a life member of the American National Osteopathic Association in 
Chicago, as well as the Ohio Osteopathic Association of Physicians and 
Surgeons. In 1955 I served as chairman of the Student Loan and Research 
Committee of the Auxiliary of the Ohio Osteopathic Association and on the 
following year served as Scholarship Chairman writing a front page article for 
our local Bulletin. I was requested to serve as National Scholarship 
Chairman but turned down the request since I was treasurer. I also served six 
years as State Treasurer of that organization but turned down a request to be 
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president. I still retain life membership in both the National and State 
Auxiliaries. 


Tam active in St. John's parish here in Delphos never missing Sunday Mass. I 
have compiled many genealogy records of our immediate family and maintain 
them. Of course I value the Democratic Party as most Bernards do and am 
supportive of our current President Clinton. Finally, I always have and 
continue to follow the Cincinnati Reds. 


I always have and continue to honor and cherish my Bernard heritage. The 
Bernard name continues to be a source of pride to me.

I was born January 25, 1914 in Osgood, Ohio, the seventh and last child of 
Frank(1877-1946) and Mary Bertke(1882-1970) Bernard. Both my brother 
LeRoy(1911-1943) and I were delivered by Dr. Hattery and baptized in St. 
Nicholas Church by Father Bergheager. By that time Dad had opened his own 
blacksmith shop in Osgood beside our two-story house. Both buildings were 
rather large. I often thought of the relationship of my father working with 
iron and horseshoes and our ancestor Leon who made leather shoes for the 
citizens of Rechesy. My father began his blacksmith trade around 1895 when 
he was eighteen working for an Irish blacksmith by the name of Groghan. I 
treasure a very old set of iron shoemaker's equipment that was in my father's 
family and used many times. 


I often think of Osgood with fond memories of that town from 1914 to 1920. 
I had three friends, Jiggs Alexander, Ernie Greishop, and Billy Schwieterman, 
and at the tender age of five or six we made cigarettes out of cornsilk. Then 
we also would put PARIS GREEN on the potato and tomato plants to kill 
bugs in the large garden behind the house and blacksmith shop. We also built 
an Eskimo igloo of snow with an imaginary stove, a brass incense burner. In 
the blacksmith shop we would have to hold a snub in the horses's mouth 
while "Pop" shod the horse, and always pump the bellows for air on the hot 
coals while Pop was working on horseshoes, plow shears, or strap and metal 
tires for wagon wheels. There was the Armistice of World War I when a 
cousin had a touring car and was riding around Osgood celebrating and 
coming to our house. One year during the War, nine of us walked to 
Yorkshire-a distance of one mile — to Dr. Fisher's office in order to be 
vaccinated. The music from the Victrola thrilled us as we listened to Madame 
Schumann-Heink, especially when she sang "Stille Nacht" on our Victor 
record on Christmas Eve. There was also Enrico Caruso on"His Master's 
Voice" as we called the Victor records. Each year before Christmas the priest 
would have the kids in and give each of them a little box of hard candy with 
string as a handle. One year he asked us what important event happened on 
December 25th. One little fellow got up and said “It's Frank Bernard's 
birthday” and he was right! 


My eldest sister Agnes started to work for the Osgood Bank under Gust 
Reichert at the age of fourteen. When we moved to Celina she was 
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immediately hired at the First National Bank. She married Albert Voskuhl in 
1924 and then moved to a farm in Oklahoma. 


We moved to Celina in 1920 as the bulk of the blacksmith trade, the wagon 
wheels, the horse shoes, were being replaced by tractors, manure spreaders, 
etc. Pop was hired by Fred Suhr who had a blacksmith shop there. Shortly 
after my eighth birthday, I started to pass papers for the "Celina Standard" 
on Mill Street. My brother LeRoy had Walnut Street and my other brother 
Jerome fed sliding papers through the folding and printing process with his 
left hand. We went to Immaculate Conception School- a new school only 
three years old- where I got a lot of holy pictures from the good teaching 
sisters. Father George Hinderlang was pastor and Father August Halter, a 
very pious and highly regarded assistant. I always thought the copper dome 
of Immaculate Conception Church was like St. Peter's in Rome. Likewise I 
remember the smooth sidewalks around the church, perfect for roller skating 
though it was unauthorized. The town's basketball team called Celina Aces 
was mostly made up of I.C. school players including Ed Hamburger who was 
a star player. 


With Jim Sacher, we used a sponge ball and a open ended salmon can for a 
hoop. Talk about fun! And now my special friends in Celina: Pete Fischer 
whose father was a meat market owner; Bill Brandts, whose father Edmond 
and Uncle Theodore Brandts were owners of the Celina Speciality Company, 
a furniture company later renamed the Celina Maid Furniture Company; and 
‘Cootey’ Ott whose father owned a meat market. Then there was Freddy 
Mersman whose father was one of the owners of the Mersman Table 
Company-where my brother Jerome and Agnes' husband, Al Voskuhl worked. 
My two sisters, Henrietta and Alvera, were office workers at the Celina 
Specialty Company until the entire plant burned down. Mr. Brandts, their 
boss, asked them not to take another job as he would build a new factory 
and hire them back when he rebuilt. 


I married Elizabeth (Betty) Fox, daughter of Dr. D.C. Fox and Katharine Rose 
McArthur Fox, on June 2, 1941. The McArthur-Fox families were of Irish- 
Scottish English-Welsh ancestry. Katharine McArthur's mother was a Clark, 
of Irish descent. Her McArthur ancestors were a pioneer family from 
Chillicothe arriving in Hardin County in 1818. However, due to the disturbing 
incidents of our Native American Indians, they returned to Chillicothe, not 
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returning to Hardin County until 1823. Betty's grandfather was a prominent 
farmer, civic leader, road builder, and financial advisor. Another ancestor, 
Allan McArthur, was the first white child born in Hardin County. Betty 
graduated from Kenton High School in 1932 as I did. Thereafter she went to 
the College of Mt. St. Joseph in Cincinnati, Ohio. She transferred after two 
years to Ohio State University and received her B.S. in Business 
Administration in 1936. She began her business career at the O.M. Scott Seed 
Company in Marysville, Ohio. In 1938, she returned to Kenton to head the 
gift department at the Kraus Jewelry Store. In Kenton, Betty has been active 
in civic, church, university, literary and musical groups. For many years Betty 
helped with the children's choir of Immaculate Conception Church, serving as 
their organist. She organized the Resurrection Choir and _ served as organist 
for the group playing Sundays and holydays. 


Furniture must have been running through my mind as I worked for two 
different stores three and one-half years each before launching my career in 
the furniture business with my brother Jerome. We established the first of five 
Bernard Furniture Stores on February 17, 1941. Jerome, however, entered the 
service in 1942 and was featured on the April 28, 1943 front cover of "Click" 
a prominent national magazine. I entered the service on April 21, 1943 
arriving in Liverpool Harbor in England on December 22 of that same year. I 
was assigned to the 8th Division Air Force and served in five different 
locations in England. During this time Betty and our son Daniel returned to 
Kenton and resided with her mother. I also was at Fort Collins, Colorado at 
Colorado State University for studies in engineering and operations. In 
August of 1943 we received very sad news that my brother LeRoy was 
wounded and died in action at the Munda Air Strip in the South Pacific in 
New Guinea on August 02. He was awarded a Purple Heart for his role 
during the War and we grieved greatly over his death. Mom and Pop realized 
that their three "star" soldiers had been reduced to two and that only six of 
their seven children remained. Months later a letter that Leo had sent to 
LeRoy inviting him to become a partner in the furniture business was returned 
to us, having never been opened. 


After serving thirty-three months, on December 7, 1945 I returned to the 
United States from Le Havre France on the liberty ship The Ponce De Leon, 
a name similar to the ship La Leonarde which brought Leon Bernard to our 
country in 1828! I arrived at Camp Patrick Henry, Virginia on 22 December

1945. I was processed through Indian Town Gap, PA and arrived in Kenton 
the 29th of December - in time to celebrate New Years on January 1, 1946 
with Betty, our son Daniel, and my mother and father. On July 7, 1946 the 
second Bernard Furniture Store opened in Carey. We employed Ed Franz 
also of Kenton. 


Joining our son Dan were the following children: Michael (1946), and Kathy 
(1948). We built a ranch home in late 1947 in time for the twins, Anne and 
Marie, born in 1952. We returned to Kenton on January 1, 1956 leaving a 
host of friends and memories in Carey. 


Our third furniture store had opened in Upper Sandusky in May of 1950 
with Ed Franz assuming the role as manager. However I launched another 
store in Carey in 1953 with Charles Mericle serving as manager. By the end 
of 1955 Jerome and I sold the Upper Sandusky store to employees and I sold 
my Carey store to Jerome, and the Carey Wallpaper and Paint store to 
another merchant. By January 1956 I purchased the Jennings Furniture Store in 
Kenton which I owned and managed until my retirement in 1974. This had 
been my second place of employment in 1937! So from 1934 until 1974 I 
completed nearly 40 years in the furniture retail business. 


Upon my return to Kenton, I became active in various civic organizations 
including president of the Kenton Chamber of Commerce, a board member 
and life-time member of the American Heart Association, the Knights of 
Columbus, the Elks, and the American Legion. I also served as a director of 
the Kenton National Bank, the San Antonio Hospital, and the Amcon 
Industrial Manufacturing Plant. We have also traveled several times to 
England, France, and Germany. 


Golf has been one of my primary interests since I was one of the first eight 
caddies at the original Spring Grove Course in Kenton. I have played in St. 
Andrews in Scotland along with other courses is England and Ireland. I have 
also played in many of the National Open Courses in the USA and Canada. 


We are very proud of our family as all of our children have graduated from 
noted universities including Notre Dame, Duke, Ohio State, Xavier, lowa 
State, Denver University, University of Michigan and St. Mary's College. 
With over 28 years of higher education, they have divergent professions and 
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reside in Ohio, Colorado, and Washington. 


So you can see that of this family tree, begun in 1560, is a combination of 
various nationalities. We think it as the top of the tree or at least very good 
twigs! When I drive through Mercer County and see St. Rose Church I think 
of my paternal grandmother Agnes Tepe (b. 1850 Damme Germany) who 
would go there before daylight and before the doors were opened and pray 
on those steps until the church opened. In 1990 I had the opportunity to visit 
her birthplace in Germany and to meet grand-nieces and nephews. The Tepe 
family are prominent landowners, farmers and bankers near Damme by 
Ankum Germany where my mother's ancestors were born and resided. The 
farm has been in the family for 300-500 years! I came within 70 miles of 
Beurnevesin Switzerland, home of Catherine Kilker, our immigrant ancestor's 
wife. Unfortunately I did not know of Rechesy being the home of the 
Bernards as I only knew they came from the Alsace-Lorraine area of France 
at that point in time. 


As I have related to you the memories of the Bernard family through the 
years, I want you to know that I am very proud to be one of them. I am not 
making history - Iam simply writing what I know of our history as of October 
24, 1993. My admonition is to you children of the 6th generation - ask your 
mothers and fathers to help you compile and start records as soon as you 
finish reading this. You have been given one of the rarest gifts, an accurate 
and complete genealogy of your ancestors.

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RECOMMENDATIONS FOR FURTHER RESEARCH 


In the analysis of the Leon Bernard Family, as in other genealogical studies, 
there remain some areas which would benefit from additional research. The 
process of genealogical analysis of this family will continue as additional 
information is unearthed and as other members of this family become 
interested in the exploration of data surrounding their family background and 


origins. 


As a researcher of the Bernard family, I have proposed several additional 
areas that have potential for additional research and study. They are as 
follows: 


1. The ancestors of the Catherine Kilker in Switzerland have not been 
compiled. It is assumed that Jean Pierre Kilker was a brother to Joseph 
Kilker, the father of Catherine. The marriage record of Jean Pierre and 
Magdalena Frotes notes that his parents were Georgie Ignatius Kilker and 
Margaurita Prusot (?). Their children included Jean Jacob (b. 1790), Jean 
Guillaume(b. 1792), Ursula (d.1803), and Charles (b. 1795). Immediately 
following the marriage record of Joseph Kilker and Jeanne Marie Frery, was a 
statement acknowledging that Joseph Kilker was the father of Peter Joseph 
born of Jeanne Marie Frery two years earlier. There remain several 
descendants of the Kilker family from Beurnevesin residing in the Geneva 
area but they have shown minimal interest in their history. 


Z The parents of the paternal grandmother of Leon Bernard (See 
Pedigree Chart #1, Agatha Galliat [1726-1786]) remain undisclosed. Records 
note that a Pierre Galliat married Magdelaine Chalmey on 14 May 1720. The 
births of four children were recorded: Jacque (1713), Pierre (1716), Jean 
George (1722), and Eve on 07 Mar 1729. This Eve may be Agatha. Is her 
birth record missing for another reason? The marriage record contains the 
groom's father signature but nothing of the bride's father. A dispensation is 
noted for the 4th degree of blood relationship. Her death entry lists her as 
about 60 years of age so there can be variations of the year of her birth. In 
other records she's named as Anne Agathe several times and even once as 
Elizabeth. A Marie Elizabeth was born in 1723 to Jean Jacques Galliat and 
Marie Chalmey. This person would be five years older than Jean Pierre 
Bernard, her husband, which would be an unusual age match. 
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oF The date and cause of the death of Catherine Kilker Bernard in Maria 
Stein Ohio have not been documented. Church records of St. John in Maria 
Stein and St. Augustine in Minster have not yielded results. Nor has research 
of the probate court records in Celina Ohio provided any information. 


4, The branches of the families of John (#10 - b.1832) and Louis (#11 - 
b.1836) Bernard remain undiscovered. Census records of California and 
Illinois have not shown their presence. 


D. The specific relationship of Margaret Agnes DeCurtins Bernard (wife 
of #8 Leon Bernard) to the DeCurtins Family in Carthagena has not been 
determined. 


6. June Anna Washburn (#203- b.1920) of Cincinnati Ohio has not been 
located. Advertisements in Cincinnati newspapers in 1993 resulted in no 
additional information regarding her. 


7. A sociological and anthropological analysis of the data contained 
within this study might yield important information regarding the 
development of a rural family during the late nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries. Potential areas of analysis might include the comparative ages of 
men and women during significant life events, the upward class mobility 
through marriage, the development of professions, the integration of family 
members with various ethnic groups, alternate life styles, the roles of women, 
changing roles relating to educational attainment, and residential stability of 
various families. 


8. Finally, it is hoped that another family member will continue this 
genealogy to contain the sixth and seventh generations so that continuity of 
this Bernard family can be maintained. Minimally such a genealogy might be 
limited to those individuals and families who retain the Bernard name. In 
some families the material already is available.

FEBRUARY 28, 1861 


In the name of God of us all, I Leon Bernard make known this my last will as 
follows: 


Ist It is my will that after 1am dead my just debts shall be paid and that 
I will be buried according to the rites of the Roman Catholic Church. 


2nd ‘It is my will that after Iam dead that all my children, Joseph, Franc, 
Peter, Anthony, Leon, John, Lewis, Magdalena, and Catherine who was 
married to Joenis Kamper all which as equal heir from what is left from my 
property shall be devided equal unto each of them. Three of my children 
Anthony, Peter, and Magdalena, each of them shall have two hundred 
dollars before the rest as that much more than the rest have, and the residue 
of the property after all the expenses are paid shall be equally divided. 


3rd Out of the share that is coming to my deceased son Leon his debts 
made in his life time shall be paid first and the residue of his share shall be 
gain to his children. 


4th If the winter seeding is done before I am dead such as wheat, rye, and 
barley, then shall Anthony, Peter, Magdalena shall have the right to seed and 
plant the furrrowed ground. 


5th Idohereby appoint my son Joseph administrator to settle up all my 
estate both real and personal by public or private sale just as he can 

do best with it and the residue after paying the debts and expenses shall be 
devided among the heirs as before named. 


6th =‘ That all my loose or chattel property that is left after I am dead shall 
be sold within six months after my decease and my real estate shall be sold 
within eighteen months after my decease and my son Joseph shall have full 
right to give a good and Warranteed Deed for the same as such 
administrator. 
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7th And it is my will that my son Joseph may not be required to give 
bonds for the performance of the above named duties.
